In order 
that there may be a better distribution of 
the assets of the Government, he suggests 
the transfer of $2,000.000 in gold coin from 
the San Francisco office to the New York 
office, on the best obtainable term s—say 
twenty-five cents per $1,000. The details of

She had drifted th irty m iles southeast to 8 
o'clock this m orning. Send assistance as soon 
as poisible. All w ell on hoard find ship all 
right. 
C. S tevens, First Officer. 
The position indicated is about sixty 
miles oil shore, and about ninety or a 
hundred miles im m ediately noithw est of 
port. The assurance that the passengers 
were safe was soon bulletined at the com­ 
pany’s offices and elsewhere in the city. 
As soon as the telegram came, Governor 
Perkins sent for John D. Sprcckeis and at 
once contracted for a tug to go to the relief 
of the vessel. The position of the ship 
was not known to Mr. Spreckeis. ar.d he 
at once agreed to send out the tug Vigilant 
on private contract. 
Fifteen m inutes later 
she was steamiDg out to tbe relief of the 
steam er. 
Governor 
Perkins 
told 
Mr. 
Spreckeis at the same tim e that he ex­ 
pected that the revenue cutter Richard 
R ush would have the steam er in tow be­ 
fore the arrival of the tug. If this is the 
case, the steam er may be towed in be­ 
fore to morrow m orning. 
Mr. Spreckeis says he has no doubt but 
that the tug will reach the steam er inside 
of six or seven hours. She will pick her 
up in the night, and in th at case the two 
will be in some tim e to-morrow. 
At the office of the Pacific Coast Steam­ 
ship Company great credit is given to 
Mate Stevens for getting w.ord ashore so 
quickly. 
It is not known when the shaft 
broke, but judging from the position of the 
steam er the accident did not occur later 
than the first of the m onth. Stevens and 
his crew bad a pull of sixty miles in an 
open boat before getting to the Mendocino 
county coast, and the trip m ust have been 
an arduous one. Tbe sixty miles must 
have been made in less than six hours, as 
the boat would not have been sent out 
until daylight this morning.

Lawrence's m anuscript be printed w ithout 
being read. To this suggestion Lawrence 
assented, with tbe condition that he m ake 
a condensed, statem ent of what his m anu­ 
script contained. That clause was adopted, 
and Lawrence went on with his remarks. 
He would purposely, he said, om it the 
tariff speech which he would like to make 
in Congress, to the effect that adequate 
duty on wool and m anufactures of woolen 
goods would Dot ultim ately increase the 
cost at ail, because home 
competition 
would prevent unreasonable charges; while 
if the protective policy were abandoned 
and all such 
products 
imported from 
abroad the result would be that tbe A m er­ 
ican people would be at the mercy of for­ 
eign trusts and corporations. 
Carlisle—"T hat argum ent rests on the 
assumption that home industry will be 
abandoned.” 
W itness—“Yes, tbe effect of a tariff' of $3 
has been to cut dowu vastly the num ber of 
our sheep, and with free wool the wool in ­ 
dustry would be practically abandoned in 
tbe United States.” 
Janies Dobson, a Philadelphia carpet 
m anufacturer, denied the correctness of 
m any of Lawrence's statements. He argued 
that the wool-growers of the United States 
would and could not produce the quantity 
of carpet wool used in that industry, be­ 
cause where they received $1 50 for the 
fleece of a fine-wool sheep tbev would not 
receive 24 cents for eoarse-wool sheep. 
W illiam W hitm an of Boston, President 
of the National Association of W ool M anu­ 
facturers. said that the prevailing senti­ 
m ent in that organization was for the 
maintenance, but not an increase of the 
present duties. They would oppose any 
attem pt to restrict im portation of foreign 
wool, because it would be impossible for 
wool manufacturers to produce all goods 
necessary for hom e consumption unless 
they could have foreign wool. _ 
In reply to a question. W hitm an said 
tkat under no circumstances would free 
wool enable manufacturer* to m ake an im ­ 
pression on foreign m arkets. 
He thought 
free wool would stim ulate production and 
gire the m anufacturers an opportunity to 
displace foreign product not used h e re ; 
and he also thought that the efi’ect of free 
wool would be to dim inish the price of 
wooi, and consequently discourage sheep- 
raising. “ The m oment we begin to take 
from the wool product auy given am ount 
of wool the price will be raised and wool 
becM ie considerably dearer than now," he 
said. 
T.C. Search, representing the M anufactur­ 
er's Club of Philadelphia, declared him self 
in hsrm oay with W hitm an's view. A state­ 
m ent to like effect was made by W. H. Fol- 
weil. a cloth m anufacturer of Philadelphia. 
He announced him self in favor of putting 
high duties on Southern products, such as 
sugar, rice, turpentine and peanuts, and of 
having free whisky and free tobacco.

ber report of the Depa 
-lent of A gricult­ 
ure contains a detailed statem ent of esti­ 
mates of the principal cereals, by States, 
including the area, product and values. 
The repot ted area ot corn is 88 319,651 
acres, and represents an increase of 2J per 
cent, over the acreage of 1888. 
The wheat acreage is 38,123.859 acres, and 
the report shows it to be 21-10 per cent, 
greater than the aggregate in 1888. 
A revision of the acreage gives a sm aller 
area in Iowa, Nebraska, Oregon and W ash­ 
ington, and a larger breadth in Kansas and 
Dakota. 
D airying and meat production have for 
years been increasing on wheat-growing on 
the eastern side cf the great spring wheat 
belt. 
The acreage of oats is placed at 27,462,310 
acres, an increase of less than 2 per cent. 
The yield per acre of corn is very nearly 
twenty-seven bushels, or one-tenth of a 
bushel less than the product of 1879. and is 
the largest rate of yield since 1880. 
The 
product as estimated is 2,112 802,000 bush­ 
els. The largest yields are west of the Mis­ 
sissippi, Iowa taking the first rank in ag­ 
gregate produce; and the yield per acre of 
wheat is nearly 12 9 bushels, or one-tenth 
of a bushel greater than the November 
average of yield per acre. The variation 
from the current expectation of tbe last six 
m onths is not over 1 per cent. 
The total 
product as estimated is 490,560,000 bushels. 
The product of oats is 751,515,000 bush­ 
els, at the rate of 27 4 bushels per acre. 
The aggregate of all cereals is about 
3,700,000,000 bushels, or at least 53 bushels 
per capita.

80 jfETHING ABOUT THE 
DIFFERENT 
BREEDS OF FOWLS. 


T h e Incubator and the Brooder—K eep 


Up W ith the P rocession—Cheap 
Sugar— F arm N otes. 


Mrs. E. P. Duden, of Lake House, 
one of the most valued correspondents of 
th e Farm and Orchard department of the 
R ec o r d U n io n , writes as follows in regard 
to the different breeds of fowls: 
“Of the Cochins there are four varieties 
— the W hite, Buff, Black and Partridge 
Cochin—all of which have the same ori­ 
gin, the Shanghai fowl. Thirty-five or 
forty years ago, wben the Shanghai fowl 
was first introduced into this country, they 
created a great furor in poultry circles 
and commanded almost fabulous prices, a 
single specimen bringing $100 in New 
York. 
For a while much interest was 
taken in the new fowl and pains taken to 
keep the breed pure. 
But they soon be­ 
came more plentiful and every farmer 
could boast of more or less Shanghai chick­ 
ens. 
But after being crossed and recrossed 
with other vaiieiies their identity was 
nearly lost, though still retaining the large 
size and feathered shanks. After a while 
poultrymen became again interested and 
picking out good specimens began breed­ 
ing for color, and the result is the varieties 
above named. The Partridge, Buff and 
W hite are the largest, the standard weight 
being 11 pounds. The Partridge and Buff 
Cochin are, 1 think, the most handsome. 
I cannot tell by experience much about 
their good qualities, as I have bred them 
but a short time, but they are highly rec­ 
ommended by poultrymen. 
“The W hite Plymouth Rock, a sport of 
the barred variety, has become so well 
established that it has been admitted into 
the American 
standard of excellence. 
They possess all of the good qualities of 
their barred relatives. 
They almost equal 
the Leghorns for laying, and are not given 
to being broody. Though not quite as 
large as the barred variety they are of 
good size, and look well when dressed for 
the table. 
It seems a little odd that the 
Plym outh Rocks should throw so many 
w hite sports when there was no white 
blood in either of the birds that were 
crossed to produce the Plymouth Rock. 
I 
have occasionally heard of a black sport. 
Two years ago I had a black chick among 
my Plymouth Rocks. 
It proved to be a 
pullet, and on arriving at maturity was a 
perfect beauty, and a Plymouth Rock in 
every 
particular, excepting the color, 
which was black as jet. 
“W hite Wvandottes are also coming 
into favor. 
W hite sports from the W yan­ 
dotte does not seem so Strange, as the 
W hite Cochin was one of the birds used 
in the make-up of the Wyandotte. 
“The California Cackler has the follow­ 
ing : 
‘On October 2d, as the City of 
Puebla outward bound for Victoria and 
Puget Sound, was about twenty miles off 
shore and fifty north of the Golden Gate, 
a homing-pigeon, marked B. 5717, that 
was lost in the race from the State Fair 
in September, flew onto the rail of the 
steamer in an exhausted condition. 
The 
Purser, Mr. Byers, caught it and took it 
•on to Victoria, and on his return took it 
to his home in San Rafael and advertised 
it in the San Francisco Examiner. H. H. 
Carlton saw the advertisement and re­ 
ported to Mr. Bayley the owner, and it is 
now safely in his loft.’ ” 


T H E INCUBATOR AND T H E BROODER. 
T he advantages supposed to be gained 
by the use of an incubator are summarized 
thus by a writer in the Poultry Keeper: 
1. Ten times more eggs can be hatched 
by one machine, in the same length of 
time, than by one hen ; at the same time 
requiring no more attention than the hen. 
2. 
It is an easier and more agreeable 
job to turn the eggs and fill the lamp, daily, 
of an incubator, than to lift a cross and 
fussy hen from the nest, feed her and watch 
that she return to duty at the proper time. 
3. 
An incubator will not trample on 
and break the eggs, as is nearly always the 
case, more or less, with a setting hen. 
4. 
It is a difficult matter to keep lice 
and mites from attacking and multiplying 
on the the setting hen, which is, to say the 
least, a source of great annoyance to the 
hen. There is no chance for such a state 
of affairs in an incubator. These little 
pests won’t germinate and grow fat on ash 
or oak boards. 
5. The inclination of an incubator to 
become broody does not have to be con­ 
sulted, as is the case with her great Amer­ 
ican henship. Give it the eggs, light the 
lamp, and the machine is your obedient 
servant for as long a period as its services 
are required. 
6. The machine wifi not become weak 
or emaciated from overwork ; 
and chicks 
can thus be batched out for months at a 
stretch. 
7. There is more pleasure and fewer 
vexatious trials in operating an incubator 
than there is in steering to victory an ob­ 
stinate an vicious hen. 
The brooder is a necessary annex to the 
incubator, and its advantages are 9et forth 
by the same writer as follows: 
1. Snug and secure quarters are ever 
ready for the voiing chicks when taken 
from the incubator. 
2. 
Two hundred chicks ran be haadled 
and cared for in one-tenth the time it 
would require were they with hens. 
3. The chicks can be fed more regu­ 
larly and much more evenly, and are les» 
liable to disease and accident; and raids 
from vermin and snakes are impossible. 
4. 
The chicks can be kept dry and 
comfortable at all times, and this, too, 
■with one-fourth the attention necessary 
were they running with hens. 
5. 
It is almost impossible for lice and 
miles to attack the chicks, for there is no 
cause for parasites of this nature to get a 
start. 
■ 
6. 
Chicks reared in this way become 
very docile, and consequently much easier 
handled when they mature. 
7. 
There is five times more pleasure at­ 
tached to rearing chickens in a brooder 
than otherwise, and there is no induce­ 
m ent for the poulterer to fly off the handle 
and perhaps say something mean. 
These few suggestions are drawn from 
§ radical experience and the universal ver- 
ict of those who have operated both in­ 
cubators and brooders for years; and I 
think they will be found, in the main, cor­ 
rect. 
C H EA P 
SUGAR. 
We feel certain that sorghum sngar is 
com ¡fig on and will soon be a very important 
element in the market, cutting under all 
trusts and monopolies. 
W hat with hoaey, 
the maple and the naturalized Chinese 
sugar plaats, the ingemiuus people of North 
America will work out their own salvation 
on the question of sweets for domestic use. 
D r. Peter Collins of the New York Exper­ 
im ental Station says he believes that in 
th e near future sugar from sorghum will 
be produced, on a large scale, at a cost net 
exceeding one cent per pound. 
In an ex­ 
perimental trial on one hundred and 
thirtv-three tons of cane, he obtained one 
hundred and thirty and a half pounds of 
sugar per ton, and more than sixteen gal­ 
lons of molasses. 
W ill not the day arrive 
when every county or township may have 
its own sugar refinery, at least wherever 
sorghum or imphee can be cultivated ? 


K E E P U P W IT H T H E PROCESSION. 
Farming is more progressive than al­ 
most any other branch of industry. If a 
farmer does not keep step with the ad­ 
vancing progress of the age, he had better 
seek some other employment. 
It is no use 
to sell out and seek some richer soil or 
more propitious climate. Work, constant 
and intelligent, is required in all climes 
and lands. 
Cultivate habits of greater 


economy, but do not skimp yourself or 
family. Stop the leaks and wastes. 
Com­ 
petition is more pressing and more intelli- 
f 
ent than in the days just past. 
Have 
etter implements and take better care of 
them. 
Breed and keep only the most 
profitable class of stock; make their sta­ 
bles warmer, and prepare their food with 
more care and feed it to them more regu- 
larlv. Have arrangements made for work 
for rainy or stormy days. Arrange the 
farm or stock bo that summer will not be 
one grand rush and winter a season of idle­ 
ness. 
Move out of all of the old ruts, but 
not out of the State or neighborhood. 
Make everything count 
and carefully 
count everything. On a farm, as else­ 
where, a man seldom rises higher than his 
aim. 
If a farmer gets ahead and wins, it 
is because he is a business man, and di­ 
rects his farm on business principles. 
AN ILLUSTRATION. 
An Illinois fruit paper contains the fol­ 
lowing illustration of how they pack ap­ 
ples in that State: 
And now the honest farmer packs 
His apples up for town; 
This is the top row of his barrels— 
OOoOOOOOOOOOOOO 


And this is lower down— 
oooooooooooooooooooooooo 
And then the wily salesman 
Sets them out upon the door: 
The purchaser’s mouth when he looks at the top 


And this when he fishes low'r— 


CARE OF CREAM. 
Cream should be kept cold and sweet 
until there is enough for a churning, and 
then all soured or ripened alike by putting 
in a warm room and stirring from bottom 
to top once an hour. 
Experts claim that 
this method will produce one-tenth more 
butter than by the promiscuous mixing of 
the cream in all stages of ripening, and if 
faithfully observed would save the butter 
makers of the country thousands of dollars. 
The time taken to churn does not affect 
product unless forced by temperature, and 
need not exceed fifteen minutes if cream is 
in proper condition. 
Milk cooled rapidly 
to forty degrees will give a clean separa­ 
tion of cream in four to twenty hours. 
W inter dairying was commended. 
The 
use of malt sprouts was condemned, as the 
butter will not keep. 
Cause supposed to 
be undeveloped nitrogen. 


FARM NOTES. 
There is hardly anything better for the 
cracked and sore teats of cows than rich, 
old boiled linseed oil. 
it softens them 
and enters every crack, and then dries, 
forming a skin which keeps the sore from 
dirt and the air and allows it to heal rap­ 
idly. 
Can I grow mutton profitably 300 miles 
from the market ? asks a correspondent. 
Well, Kentucky sells more than 20,000 
sheep every year in the Boston market, 
and gets more per pound for them than 
New England breeders can get for their 
sheep. 
If we could impress farmers and garden­ 
ers with the importance of thoroughly 
testing seed before planting we should re­ 
move the cause of an immense amount of 
failure in crops. 
Nine-tenths of the 
trouble in growing crops, we believe, is to 
be found in poor seed. 
According to the Bural New Yorker a 
salt meadow hay mulch six inches deep 
applied every five or six years is a great 
benefit to an orchard. 
The best orchard 
the editor ever saw was treated in this 
way, the hens being occasionally turned in 
to give the hay a good scratching. 
If farmers who have large weeds grow­ 
ing in front of their farms would take a 
ride along those where the weeds are kept 
mowed down it seems to us they would 
surely mow their own weeds. 
The trouble 
is light and the improved^ appearance 
worth a great deal to the farm and the 
farming reputation. 
For the great mass of farmers the cheap­ 
est, safest and best method of improving 
their stock is the continued use of good 
and pure bred sires on the best females ob­ 
tainable, but the present low prices of pure 
breed stock makes it an especially good 
time in which to lay the foundation for a 
full bred flock or herd. 
After the road tax is worked out many 
farmers think that all they do after that on 
the roads is lost labor. 
Really, the making 
of good roads is more to the farmer’s inter­ 
est tl an any other kind of tax he pays. 
Equally so it should seem is the keeping of 
weeds from seeding, either on his own land 
or that of his neighbors. 
The personal qualities of the animals to 
be used in breeding are more important 
than those of their ancestors; the qualities 
of parents more important than grand­ 
parents, and vastly more important than 
those of any more remote ancestors. The 
offspring resembles the parent much more 
frequently than it does some more remote 
ancestor. 
It seems singular that this country, the 
greatest producer oi breadstuffs in the 
world, should be an importer of breadstuffs 
at the same tima. Yet we do import this 
class of products to a limited extent, al­ 
though the fact that we do may be news to 
many people. 
In the first nine months of 
the current year we imported breadstuffs 
to the value of $3,310,147. 
A poultry yard can properly be the 
dumping ground for a great aeal of vege­ 
table rubbish, to give the occupants exer­ 
cise in scratching and to convert the rub­ 
bish into manure or mulch. A ton of 
weeds, straw, leaves, salt or bog hay, sea­ 
weed or cornstalks will soon be scratched 
fine in a populous poultry-yard. The 
weather assists, of course. 
If you oannot procure meat for your 
fowls, buy them some cotton-seed meal. 
If fed daily, one pint to a mess of soft 
food for 200 hens is sufficient. 
Milk is 
also an excellent substitute for meat, and, 
in fact, is considered preferable by some 
poultry dealers. 
No matter how well bal­ 
anced their ration may be, change it often. 
A variety of food gives zest to the appetite 
and stimulates digestion. 
There is much more nutriment in the 
seed of sorghum than there is in broom- 
corn seed, which in its habit of growth it 
so much resembles. Sorghum seed is really 
a valuable grain, and iu China and India 
it constitutes much more of human food 
than any other grain. 
Wheat and rice 
are considered extra delicacies, while sor­ 
ghum grain is the staple cd the poorer and 
working classes. 
It really makes better 
griddle-cakes when ground than any other 
grain excepting buckwheat, and for poul­ 
try it is tonsidered better than corn. 
There are two classes of insecticides, 
those that are used as internal poisons, 
and thoae that kill by contact. Of Uie 
former we have Paris green, London purple 
and white arsenic, which are diluted by 
lime, plaster, flour or finely sifted ashes, 
and dusted upon plants, the leaves of w'hich 
are consumed by the depredary insects. Of 
the latter there are hellebore, pyrethrum, 
carbolic acid, tobáceo, biaulphate of carbon, 
benzine, gasoline, coal tar and keresene 
emulsion. 
Lime and plaster are also ef­ 
fectual in some cases in repelling insect*. 
One would think that every dairyman 
would strive to produce butter which the 
consumer would take off his hands at a 
profit. Such is not the case. 
Western 
dairymen are waking up to progressive 
methods of butter-making. Their market 
for choice creamery butter is broadening 
year by year. 
Not only does the Western 
dairyman send his fine product* to the 
Atlantic cities, but also to the Pacific 
slope. 
Iu the first ten days in October 
Los Angeles alone received five carloads 
of Eastern butter. She has imported 227,­ 
000 pounds of butter in the past six 
months. California depends on Iowa and 
Wisconsin for her choice butter.— American 
Cultivator. 
You can easily stop a horse or cow from 
jumping fences when out at pasture in this 
way: Put a strap, with a ring on it, around 
the near foreleg, above the knee, and a 
sursingle or belt with a ring around the 


body. Then, by a short strap or piece of 
rope, attach the two rings so as to make a 
harmless yet perfectly effective hobble. 
Halter-pulling in the stall may be effect­ 
ually and easily broken. P u ta slip-noosed 
rope around the body, lead the end of it 
between the animal’s forelegs up through 
the halter, and make it fast to the man­ 
ger. Then go up in the loft and throw 
down a lot of clattering tin pans into the 
manger. 
W hen the horse jumps back the 
rope will catch him and bring him for­ 
ward. 
It will not be long before you can­ 
not make him jump back.

est to the man who seeks to be thoroughly 
familar with the merchandise in which he 
deals. For the information of such we 
give the derivation of the names of the 
following goods: Damask is from the City 
of Damascus; 
satins from Zaytown in 
China; calico from Calicut, a town in 
India, formerly celebrated for its cotton 
cloth and where calico was also printed. 
Muslin is named from Mosul in Asia. 
Al­ 
paca from an animal In Peru, of the llama 
species, from whose wool the fabric is 
woven. 
Buckram takes its lam e from Fos- 
tat, a city of the Middle Ages, from which 
the modern Cairo is descended. 
Taffeta 
and tabby from a street in Bagdad. 
Cam­ 
bric from Cambrai. 
Gauze has its name 
from Gaze; baize for Bajac; dimity from 
Damietta, and jeans from Jean. 
Drugget 
is derived from a city in Ireland, Drogheda. 
Duck comes from Torque, in Normandy. 
Blanket is called after Thomas Blanket, a 
famous clothier connected with the intro­ 
duction of woolens into England, about 
1340. Serge derives its name from Xerga, 
a Spanish name for a peculiar woolen blan­ 
ket. 
Diaper is not from D’Ypres, as it is 
sometimes stated, but from the Greek dias- 
pron, figured. 
Velvet is from the Italian 
velltite, woolly, (Latin velus—a hide or 
pelt). Shawl is the Sanscrit sala, floor, for 
shawls were first used as carpets and tap­ 
estry. 
Bandana is from an Indian word to 
bind or tie, because it is tied in knots be­ 
fore dying. Chiniz from the Indian chott. 
Delaine is the French “of wool.”— Trade 
Journal.

A PHYSICIAN SUGGESTS A DIETARY TO 
RELIEVE CORPULENCY. 


T he K inds and Q uantities of Food a Fat

The disease of corpulency is made the 
subject of an interesting volume by Dr. 
Nathaniel Edward 
Davies of London, 
England, wnich has been just published. 
It will attract obese people, because it 
offers a new dietary which promi^s eman­ 
cipation from fat. 
The doctor makes a 
clear explanation of the causes of corpu­ 
lency, and emphatically states that accu­ 
mulation of fat is a perversion of nutri­ 
ment. 
Excess of food, and especially of 
certain kinds of food, too little work, and 
often drink, lead to burdensome fleshiness. 
The remedy lies in improving by exercise 
the muscular tissues and by diet keeping 
the muscles of the body in firm fiber and 
tone; in maintaining the blood in its nor­ 
mal and healthy composition ; in regulat­ 
ing the quantity of fluid in the body by 
freeing the action of the skin and kidneys; 
in preventing the deposit of fat by elimin­ 
ating from the diet an excess of those arti­ 
cles which create it, but not otherwise use­ 
ful in the economy; in allowing quite suf­ 
ficient food, and even luxuries, so as to 
satisfy the cravings of nature and the 
wants of the system, and doing this in a 
gradual, harmless manner. 
The value of a dietary is shown by the 
doctor in a foot-note, in which he cites the 
remarkable case of Luigi Cornaro, a Vene­ 
tian gentleman of the seventeenth century. 
After a wild youth, which destroyed his 
health, Signor Cornaro restored himself at 
the age of 40 to jierfect health by a most 
rigid diet. 
He had each day a careful al­ 
lowance of twelve ounces of food—bread, 
meat and yolk of an egg—and fourteen 
ounces of light Italian wine. He lived on 
this hermit fare until nearly 100 years old, 
and his wife, who no doubt had the same 
fare, lived almost as long. 
Few people weigh the consequences of 
increasing fleshiness, and indeed few people 
know when they have crossed the line 
which divides healthy solidity from peril­ 
ous flabbiness. 
For the enlightenment of 
the untaught and adipose thousands, the 
statement is here made that about a 
twentieth part of the male body should be 
of fat, and of the female body a little 
more, probably one-twelfth. 
The follow­ 
ing figures show what should be the rela­ 
tive hight and weight of a person of adult 
age in good health :

This weight includes the ordinary cloth­ 
ing that a man will wear. 
He may exceed 
the weight by 7 per cent, without affecting 
his vital capacity, but beyond this amount 
his respiration becomes diminished. 
Discussing the dietaries that have gained 
prominence or favor, Dr. Davies says: 
“ Taking Mr. Banting’s system first, the 
diet for reducing corpulency advocated by 
him is now considered to have been wrong, 
for it threw too much work upon the kid­ 
neys and starved the system elsewhere. 
Banting and his ideas have passed into 
well-merited oblivion. The Ebstein form­ 
ula, which has many adherents in Ger­ 
many, consists in very much restricting 
the food eaten, giving a large portion of 
fat, and curtailing those articles of diet 
that contain sugar and starch, his theory 
being that fat assists the body, by its 
transformation into heat, in eliminating 
other materials. 
It is not believed now 
that fat creates fat. 
It is believed that 
by its combustion in the economy it keeps 
up heat, and at the same time oxidizes 
waste, much in the same way, as if man 
were a railway engine, the blast of air acts 
on the fuel used in stoking. The system 
of diet advocated by Oertel not only pro­ 
vides for the gradual increase of fat, but 
also prevents its reaccumulation, and at 
the same time restores tone to the heart, 
muscular and nervous systems, which ex­ 
cessive corpulency much impairs. 
“ Oertel draws two distinctions of obesity, 
namely, the slight form, in which the 
organs of circulation are unaffected and 
where exercise is possible, and the more 
serious form, in which fat is deposited in 
the muscles of the heart, which is thereby 
dangerously weakened, and, as a corollary, 
the health action of all the other organs 
of the body is interfered with.” 
Farinaceous food and sugar are the great 
offenders in contributing to the accumu­ 
lation of fat. They belong to the non- 
nitrogenous group of foods. 
The fats and 
starches, sugars and alcohol that keep up 
the heat of the body generate power, and 
when not consumed or eliminated by the 
system are stored up as fat. 
Their func­ 
tions show their necessity in the internal 
economy. 
Nitrogenous food, wkich con­ 
sists of meat, gelatine, eggs, milk and cer­ 
tain constituents of vegetables, such as 
gluten, vegetable fibrine, and caseine, sup­ 
ply the bone, muscles, nerves and all the 
machinery of the human system in which 
the power obtaiaed from the non-nitro- 
genous source finds play. 
It will be seen, 
therefore, that both classes of food have 
their virtues and uses. 
Neither must be 
ignored in formulating a diet. 
The condi­ 
tions under which the proportions of these 
foods may be administered vary. 
Hard 
work calls for a greater amount of fuel 
than rest or light employments. 
An in­ 
stance of this kind is furnished. 
In mak­ 
ing the railway from l’aris to Rouen it 
was found that two English were equal to 
three French navvies. An examination 
of the oause disclosed the fact that the 
former men fed en large quantities of 
meat, while the latter ate chiefly soup and 
lentils. The diet of the Frenchmen was 
altered to the English standard, with the 
result that the inequality seon disap­ 
peared. Seasons and climates also infln- 
ence the amount and kind of food neces­ 
sary. The Esquimaux eat fat as we de 
bread. 
Sir John Ross says an Esqui­ 
maux eats “perhaps twenty pounds of flesh 
and oil daily.” 
The Arctic baby wanl* 
blubber, not candy. 
It sustains the heat 
of the body. 
It also acts as a storehouse of 
fuel, to draw upon when required for the 
operations of life. But it will not alone sus­ 
tain life. 
Dr. Davies cites a few experi­ 
ments, which show what part the different 
constituents of food play in the economy; 
“A couple of rats which had been nearly 
brought to the verge of death by restric­ 
tion to starchy matter and fat, were fed 
with bread and 
meat 
for 
four days, 
and then with bread alone. 
A week 
after commencing the meat their united 
weight was 8 ounces l j drachms, and three 
weeks later 10 ounces 1 drachm. 
Being 
now placed on a diet of meat with non- 
nitrogenous food (starch and fat), a notable 
improvement occurred, for in three days’ 
time they weighed 11 ounces; four days 
later, 14 ounces 2 drachms, and a week 
later still 14 ounces 4 drachms. 
“In another experiment two rats, weigh­ 
ing 12 ounces, were placed on an exclusive 
diet of lean meat and water. 
They re­ 
mained healthy in appearance, but stead­ 
ily lost weight and in a month’s time 
weighed only 8J ounces. They were now 
placed on a miscellaneous diet, and in a 
week’s time weighed 124 ounces. 
“In a third experiment two rats, weigh­ 
ing 12 ounces 7 drachms, were kept upon 
meat diet exclusively. 
On the thirteenth 
day one of the rats died, the weight of the 


body being 2 ounces 8 drachms, and that of 
the other ti ounces 3 drachms. 
The living 
one was still kept on the same food, and 
this died ten days later, the weight of its 
body being 5 ounces. 
It will thus be seen 
that meat alone will not sustain animal 
life for an indefinite period.” 
Dr. Davies bases his formula for the re­ 
duction of fat upon the diet furnished p a-, 
tients in Guy’s Hospital. The food actu­ 
ally supplied at the hospital consists of 
the 
following daily allowance: 
Four 
ounces 
of 
cooked 
meat, 
12 ounces 
of bread, 8 ounces of potatoes, 1 ounce 
of butter, J ounce of sugar, 4 ounce 
of tea and 31 ounces of rice pudding, 
made of rice, sugar and milk. 
There 
is also a daily allowance of one-half 
pint of porter and 24 ounces of milk. This 
diet is sufficient for the wants of the sys­ 
tem under a condition of freedom from 
labor. Applied to general cases, the pro­ 
portion* of food have been adopted as fol­ 
lows by Dr. Davies: 
Twelve ounces of meat. 
Three ounces of butter or fat. 
Four ounces of bread or dry toast. 
Ten ounces of vegetables. 
One-fourth ounce of tea (sweetened with 
saccaharin.) 
Two or three ounces of milk, and, in­ 
stead of porter, a pint of claret or other 
light wine daily. 
A woman, on the average, should take 
a tenth part less food than a m an; and 
during growth more food is necessary to 
minister to the bodily functions, which are 
then more active, as well as to supply ma­ 
terials for increase. 
After 40 the diet, if 
long life Is to be enjoyed, should be spar­ 
ing. 
To prevent accumulation of fat in those 
of this predisposition the following system 
of diet should be pursued: 
Breakfast.—One large cup of tea or 
coffee with a little milk and one or two 
saccharine tabloids (manufactured by Lon­ 
don chemists), with two or three ouuces of 
bread or dry toast thinly buttered; or, in ­ 
stead of butter, three or four ounces of any 
light meat or fish. 
Lunch or Dinner.—An ordinary dish of 
chicken, oyster or vegetable soup; seven 
or eight ounces of roast or boiled meat, or 
fish ; an ordinary amount of seasonable 
and suitable vegetables, a small {date of 
non-farinaceous pudding and five or six 
ounces of any fruit, if cooked, sweetened 
with saccharine, with six or eight ounces 
of any light wine, such as claret. 
• 
Evening Meal.—Tea or coffee, as at 
breakfast, or six to eight ounces of light 
wine diluted or n o t; dry toast or a little 
bread (gluten preferred) with boiled eggs, 
fish or any meat dish that may be chosen ; 
and, as a nigbt-cap, a glass of whisky and 
water with a ftw gluten biscuits taken 
just before retiring to rest. 
This diet, it is needless to say, may be 
increased if the subject does a large amount 
of daily work, but in the same ratio of 
quality of food. 
In the treatment of corpulency exercise 
is of the greatest importance. The muscle 
of the heart is strengthened by enforced 
exercise, and the waste of the system 
burned off'. 
Dr. Parker, a well-known au­ 
thority on the amount of exercise desir­ 
able, says the average daily work of a man 
engaged in manual labor in the open air is 
equivalent to lifting 250 to 350 tons one 
foot high. 
This is a moderate amount, 400 
tons being a heavy day’s work. The 
amount of muscular work involved in this 
may be easily known by remembering that 
a walk of twenty miles on the level road is 
equivalent to about 354 tons lifted one foot; 
and that a walk of ten miles is equivalent 
to lifting 247 tons one foot high. 
Every 
healthy man should take exercise repre­ 
sented by 150 tons raised one foot, which 
is equal to a walk on the level of eight 
and a half to nine miles. A certain amount 
of this exercise is taken in performing 
one’s daily work, but apart from this out­ 
door exercise should be taken daily equi­ 
valent to a walk of five or six miles. 
Walking up-hill is recommended, as it 
strengthens the heart, also riding and row­ 
ing. 
Flannel underclothing should be 
worn. 
Beer and stout are unsuited to fat peo­ 
ple. Sweet wines must be avoided, such 
as port, sherry, champagne, Tokay, Ma- 
deria, etc. 
Always remembering that a 
pint of light wine daily should not be 
much exceeded. 
The corpulent person 
may, with his soup, drink a glass of sau- 
terne ; with his fish a glass of Rhine wine, 
such as Erbach or Steinberg, with his 
meat or game a glass of Bergundy, and 
with his cigar aftsr, some weak whisky or 
cognac and water, or tea and coffee, sweet­ 
ened with a tabloid of saccharine. Cocoa 
must not be taken, as it contains oil and 
starch. 
Lemonade, ginger ale and all 
aerated waters that contain sugar are bad. 
Of water, not more than is necessary to 
quence thirst should be taken. 
The doctor has arranged a dietary for 
each month of the twelve. 
Here is what 
a corpulent person mav tackle with im­ 
punity, within the 32-ounce 
limit, of 
course, during the month of December: 
Meat—Beef, veal, mutton, doe, venison. 
Poultry and Game — Hares, rabbits, 
pheasants, grouse, partridges, woodcocks, 
snipes, fowls, pullets, chickens, turkeys, 
widgeons, pea-fowls, larks, capons. 
Fish—Sturgeon, turbot, 
soles, 
skate, 
codfish, haddocks, smelts, dorv, gurnet, 
herrings, sprats, oysters, mussels, cockles, 
lobsters, shell-fish, tiereh, carp, ling, dace. 
Vegetables—Cabbage, broccoli, savoys, 
Brussels sprouts, Scotch kale, sea kale, 
spinnacb, endive, cardons, lettuces, 6kirret, 
salsify, scorzonera, serrel, turnips, Jerusa­ 
lem artichoke, celery, shallots, mushrooms, 
parsley, horseradish. 
Fruits—Apples, medíais, figs, filberts, 
■uts, walnuts, currants. 
Especially in season in December—H ad­ 
docks, dace, tench, ced, dory, ling, skate, 
turbot, capon, pea-fowl.

The following obituary notice, which 
appeared in some of the Chicago daily 
papers last Thursday morning, m arks the 
close of a life not especially eventful, but 
one which was redeemed from monotony 
a t least by an incident which is still re­ 
m embered by many citizens of Governor 
Boies’ S ta te : 
Bose Gp-ove (la.), N ovem ber 13th.—H erbert 
M. A yer, th e w ealthiest larm er in H ardin 
county, died yesterday of consum ption. He was 
a m an o f eccentric habits, and h ad devoted the 
last tw enty years ot his life to an attem p t to re­ 
m ove the county seat from Eidora, ow ing to a 
m i stake m any years ago w hich resulted in his 
arrest at th a t place on a charge o f horse steal­ 
ing. 
H erbert A yer was indeed an eccentric 
character. 
H e was one bunch*of the most 
complex nerves th at ever answered to the 
name of man. 
In a very early day he 
pushed beyond the ordinary lines of pio­ 
neers and pitched his tent in H ardin 
county, pre-empted a hom estead and set­ 
tled down to win some sort of a fortune 
from the luxuriant soil. 
H e had brought 
no wealth beyond th at ic plied in the pos­ 
session of a good team and wagon, to­ 
gether with a very slender outfit of farm ­ 
ing tools, but he worked so industriously 
and seemed to learn the peculiarities of 
the new soil and clim ate so readily th at in 
twb years' tim e he had a most p’romísiüg 
start toward a home. 
H e disappeared 
suddenly one autum n ju st after corn was 
gathered, and was gone until Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day, when he arrived at his farm and 
surprised the Swede he had left in charge 
of the stock bv introducing his wife. 
She 
was a strong-built, dark-haired woman, 
not 
particularly 
handsome, 
but 
was 
armored against her husband’s wildest 
nervous 
shocks 
by 
the 
most 
perfect 
self-possession imaginable. 
She was never 
ex cited ; he was seldom calm. 
She was 
never angry : he was often in a rage. She 
was a clean, but not a rapid housekeeper; 
he was not a perfect workman, but could 
accomplish more results in a day than any 
three men of his acquaintance. 
In course of tim e two children were 
born to this pair, the elder, a girl, who 
grew up in great beauty, Inheriting her 
father’s nervous nature,* tempered by her 
m other’s calm reserve force. 
T he chil­ 
dren accumulated years and experience as 
their father accumulated wealth, and by 
th e time Agnes A yer was 18 her father 
was in rath er better shape financially 
than any farm er in the township. H e was 
still pursued by the demon of irascibility, 
and had cursed nearly every neighbor in 
turn, but his seasons of wrath" were always 
succeeded by the most generous of tempers, 
and at such times he was the foremost 
man in H ardin county to lend a helping 
hand. But there was one subject the men­ 
tion of which would change his most 
placid moments into whirlw inds of rage, 
and th at was horse-stealing. 
Gentlemen 
who lived by nocturnal 
borrowing of 
choice farm horses had laid H ardin county 
under tribute for so long that a society 
known as the “A nti-H orsethief Associa­ 
tion'’ was formed, and A yer was chief 
officer of the branch having jurisdiction 
of the western half of the countv. 
H e 
had never lost any horses himself, blit he 
had on four different occasions been roused 
from his slumbers just in tim e to protect 
his property and to see ill-m eaning men 
galloping away into the night. 
A t such 
times he would alarm the household with 
th e most unearthly yells, would charge 
into the night w ith two revolvers and a 
shotgun, screaming and shooting like one 
possessed, and escaping 
self-mutilation 
only by a succession of miracles which 
ceased when he ran out of amm unition. 
H is wild awakenings always alarmed the 
neighborhood for miles around and secured 
substantial 
im m unity 
for 
horseflesh 
throughout his territory. 
H e arranged a series of signals in his 
house connecting the barn, granary and 
smoke-house with a prim itive alarm clock 
in his bedroom by stringing tine wires over 
pullyes so th at no intruder could enter a 
gate nor approach any of the store-houses 
of his w ealth without setting a pyram id of 
dishpans and flatirons by the ears right at 
his bedside, and so lightly did he sleep 
th a t at the first intim ation of danger con­ 
veyed by his strange device he was out of 
bed, snatching firearms from every shelf 
and charging from one outhouse to another 
in the thinnest of raim ent. 
So well were 
his peculiarities known th at Agnes’ ad­ 
m irers were content to do th eir courting 
under the broad light of day, and in a 
m anner so unimpassioned th at father and 
m other m ight pass on the propriety of 
every act. 
But, handsome and good as the 
g irl was, this stilted sort of devotion 
warned away many choice lovers, till Lyle 
K ing’s father moved into the county and 
bought a farm adjoining Ayer’s. Old Keub 
K ing was a quiet but very successful far­ 
m er, and the young man had been given 
advantages of education unusual in those 
days. 
H e was handsome, strong and de­ 
term ined, and when he found his adm ira­ 
tion for Agnes Ayer was reciprocated he 
would have won her for his wife in spite 
of ail- the fire alarms in Iowa. 
In 1808, notw ithstanding the very vigor­ 
ous efforts of the anti-horse-thief clubs, 
the prevalence of horse-stealing had be­ 
come so m arked th at scarcely a week passed 
w ithout a neighborhood alarm being raised. 
F our tim es during th at year—a year made 
memorable by the first election of General 
G rant to the Presidency— the regulators 
succeeded in capturing thieves in the very 
act of stealing horses, and turned them 
over to a Sheriff who knew better than to 
perm it th eir escape, and who knew his 
business sufficiently well to impanel a 
jury pledged to convict on any reasonable 
evidence. 
The regulators found some dif­ 
ficulty in fitting a name to th eir class of 
service, and tne legend “Member of the 
A nti H orse-Thief Association"’ was abbre­ 
viated into “horse-thief,” for short. 
All 
the members were spoken of fam iliarly by 
the farmers and m erchants and by each 
other as “horse-thieves,” and they took a 
grim satisfaction in the name which boded 
no good to th e actual stealers of horses. 
As the campaign closed and m atters began 
to adjust themselves to natural lim its 
again, the "rights of property seemed for 
once to be observed in the country, but by 
some strange shifting of causes petty thiev­ 
ing in the towns became so prevalent that 
all the aid of M arshals paid and sworn to 
protect could not make property safe. P il­ 
ferers fairly overran the county seats and 
finally became so hold th at burglaries were 
of nightly occurrence and detections were 
so rare that a spirit of the sternest indig­ 
nation seized upon the people, and they 
swore vengeance on the first uuluikv wight 
who should be detected stealing, wi 
B ut through the heat of the campaign 
young Lyle King, who chanced to be a 
Democrat, found harder lines in paying 
court to Agnes than if he had been a 
horse thief himself. 
H e was not looked 
upon w ith anv favor by H erbert Ayer, 
no m atter what he did, and though he rode 
at breakneck speed all night and over­ 
hauled a horse! hief single-handed on the 
m orning of October 31st, he lost all the 
t 
lory it won him by votiug for H oratio 
eymoar November Cth. 
But, if love can 
laugh at locksmiths, w ith how much more 
of hum or can it smile at nervous old far­ 
m ers who surround their treasures w ith 
wire alarms. 
Lyle loved Agnes and she 
was glad of it, and gave back the tender 
passion w ith interest byond the dream s of 


usury. 
K ind friends conspired to help 
them , and bore a note to the girl, setting 
the light when her lover would come after 
her. 
In the darkness of m idnight Agnes 
arose from her couch, dressed in her Sun­ 
day raim ent and crept from the house to 
find her lover waiting in a spring wagon 
in the shadow of the orchard. 
Being well 
acquainted w ith the location of the wires 
by which her father had set a guard about 
his house, she easily escaped into the road­ 
way 
w ithout attracting attention, and 
joined young KiDg in his newly painted 
buggy. 
They took th eir tim e driving to 
Eldora, the county seat, for neither clerks 
nor clergymen were to be looked for thus 
early in the morning. 
The miles had 
passed in peace, and just at dawn they 
drove up to the little hotel, which was 
ample accommodation for the city’s tran ­ 
sient guests, and asked 
for 
breakfast. 
The landlord eyed them closely as he led 
them into the parlor, and asked them 
where they were from. 
Young K ing was 
not ready to make any admissions as yet, 
and so in an equivocal way said : 
“W e are from the W est,” whi- h was 
strictly true, but not especially satisfying. 
Breakfast was served them, and just as 
they sat down to eat an officer marched in 
and presented a w arrant, arresting run­ 
away bride and groom on a charge of steal­ 
ing.* 
K ing seized a chair and swore he would 
allow no man to offer an insult to a lady in 
his company, but a crowd rushed in from 
the bar-room, and both the young people 
were hustled off to jail, where they were 
given separate apartm ents. 
The only in ­ 
formation vouchsafed them was th at so 
many thieves were abroad in the land it 
was thought best to lock up all suspicious 
characters. 
I t was believed they were 
members of a burglar gang, and at all 
events they would have to wait until per­ 
sons whose houses had beeu rifled could 
come and inspect the latest captures. 
But, if trouble bad alighted on the ban­ 
ners of young Lyle and his bride, the king 
of troubles had fastened the talons in the 
hair of H erbert Ayer. 
H is daughter’s 
escape would have been successful enough 
had not some ill-starred thief made a rash 
descent on the old man’s stable an hour 
later. 
As it was, the moon had just passed 
m eridian, when some blundering outlaw 
tripped on the wire before the stable door 
and knocked down 
tin 
and ironware 
enough in the A yer bedchamber to alarm 
a garrison. 
It roused the farm er soon 
enough, and he dashed from the house, 
shooting and swearing w ith astounding 
emphasis until he saw his stock was safe, 
when he returned to the houseto dress and 
pursue the villain. 
But among the mem­ 
bers of his family who gathered to discuss 
this first alarm in months no Agnes was to 
be seen. 
■‘Go wake the girl,” shrieked the farmer, 
as he danced about, trying to force a right 
foot into a left boot. 
* 
“She is not there,” said the wife calmlv, 
as she returned to the room. 
“G reat guns and little fishes,” roared 
the farmer, backing around the room in 
search of his ‘galluses.’ 
H e dashed up­ 
stairs and tore open room after room, yell­ 
ing like a demon and demanding impossi­ 
ble things of everv inm ate of the house­ 
hold. 
“She has run away w ith t h a t 
Dem­ 
ocrat 1” shrieked the old man, as he came 
crashing down the stairway. 
“H itch up 
the roan horse to th e sulky—go l” and the 
hired man was in the stable before the 
command was fairly uttered. 
Old Ayer 
rode th at m orning as he never had ridden 
before. 
Horse-thieves be hanged 1 
He 
would catch the girl or kill the n a n horse 
—he didn’t care a cent which. 
Long be­ 
fore daybreak he came clattering over the 
bridge at the m argin of town, and the 
noise he made roused the sleepy night- 
watch. 
As the farm er reined his reeking 
steed in front of th e livery stable he was 
placed under arrest and bundled into jail, 
the maddest man in Iowa 1 
“Oh, I ’ll fix you for this! 
Oh, you mis­ 
erable 
donkey— don’t kDow an honest 
farm er from a robber.” 
“ W hy, aren't you a horse-thief I"’ asked 
the Sheriff as he gazed at the boiling cul­ 
prit and wondered if he had really bagged 
a prize. 
“k es, I ’m a horse-thief!” yelled old Ayer, 
referring, of course, to the abbreviated 
name by which his clan was known, “and 
by the jum pin’ Jehosophat, I’ll remember 
all this another election day.” 
“Oh, you're a horse-thief, are you ?” said 
the Sheriff, reassured. 
“W ell, you go on 
remembering. 
I’m pledged to* help the 
farmers of H ardin county against all 
horse-thieves,” and he went away in rising 
hope. 
A t 10 o’clock the Justice Court was 
crowded to the walls. 
A young man and 
a young woman had been arrested at the 
hotel charged with some of the many thefts 
w ith which the town had been cursed. 
They had come into the city in the gray 
of early morning, and had refused to give 
any 
reasonable account of themselves. 
The girl was pretty and the man was full 
of fight, though he still refused to give a 
word of explanation of his strange conduct. 
Everybody attended court and wished the 
justice were less tardy. 
H e came at last, a 
sensible old m m , knowing how the votes 
lay, and while he arranged his papers the 
officers brought in young Lyle K ing and 
Agnes Ayer, named* John Doe and Rachel 
Koe in the w arrant, and charged them 
w ith larceny, asking th at they De bound 
over to the G rand Jury, whose delibera­ 
tions they m ight await in jail. 
“Say,” said a gaunt old man, just recov­ 
ering from his first transport of rage at the 
awful indignity of legal arrest, “w hat’s 
these young people charged w ith?” 
‘ Oh, some burglary,” said the Justice. 
“You keep still.” 
“But, my God! I can’t keep still. T h at’s 
my daughter, Agnes. 
She never stole a 
thing in her life. 
And th at’s my neighbor 
Reub K ing’s boy, Lyle. 
H e’s a Democrat, 
but he won't steal. 
G reat guns 1 
You 
can’t hold them for robbery. 
They’ve run 
off to get married. 
Ju st h o ld ’em till I get 
out, but don’t say they stole.” 
Lyle K ing was almost too crushed by 
the awful infamy of th at hour in a county 
jail to lift his head, and he only stood be­ 
side the girl to shield her from those cu­ 
rious, insulting eyes th at m arked her 
beauty and believed her crime. 
B ut he 
thanked the old farm er with all his heart, 
and as the words of exculpation dropped 
from the nervous lips he turned to the Ju s­ 
tice. 
“You see how it is, squire,” he said, 
“and why I didn’t want to say a word. 
T hat old man tells the truth. 
Your peo­ 
ple ought to know him . 
H e don’t often 
leave his farm except to chase a horse- 
thief or a lover”—this last w ith a glance 
of trium ph at the pioneer—“but he’s as 
honest as a gold dollar. 
Xo one appearing to prosecute this pair 
or charge them with felony, young Lyle 
K ing and the girl were released, amid the 
gratulations of half the audience. 
But so 
great was their confusion th at they were 
outside the Court-room before they knew 
just what had happened. Then Lyle King, 
who caught a vague suspicion th at a bird' 
in the hand was worth any num ber in the 
bush, 
led 
his 
embarrassed 
companion 
straight to the Court-house. 
“W e’ll get m arried,” he said. 
“By th at 
tim e your father will be free, and then we 
will all go home together as happy as three 
little brothers.” 
Agnes A yer 
was bowed down w ith 
shame, and wept incessantlv. 
Such an 
awful disgrace! 
Arrested! .‘ Arrested for 
th e ft! 
In ja il! 
Oh, how could she ever 
live? 
But leaning on this strong young 
man, who, as he sniffed the air of freedom, 
began to see the comical side ot it all, she 
gathered strength and went w ith him to 
the Court-house, where a crowd stood by 
and saw them plight their troth. 
B ut farm er Ayer had no such easy sail­ 
ing. 
“H e confess#! to me he was a horse- 
thief,” said the Sheriff; and the Justice, 
weighing the Sheriff's present strength 
against 
this 
countrym an’s pipspective 


give accusers a chance to identify their 
man. 
“I won’t go back to jail,” roared Ayer. 
“You haln’t got men enough to lock me 
up again. 
I ’ve caught half the thieves in 
H ardin county ; I pay tax on 60G acres of 
land, as your Treasurer’s books will show ; 
I ’m no outlaw ; I ’ll fight, but I won’t go 
back to jail.” 
And fight he would, only th at son-in- 
law, new to such dignity, strong in a leis­ 
urely breakfast and fair in a toilet re­ 
freshed, came into Court and o tiered to go 
bail for the old man to any amout the Ju s­ 
tice m ight D am e. 
“I can’t take bail,” said the perplexed 
Court. 
“Yes, you can. 
This ain’t no m urder,” 
said young Lyle King. 
“Yes, you can,” said the Sheriff. 
And 
Lyle swore to the ownership of wealth 
enough to insure the prisoner’s return 
when wanted, and all hands left the dingy 
J ustice Court. 
For months old Farm er Ayer was bowed 
down in spirit. 
H e would not set his trap 
for horsethieves and never roused to anger. 
H e seemed changed utterly for nearly a 
year, and then he set about the scheme 
which occupied him almost incessantly till 
his death. 
H e hated Eldora, and never 
entered the town after the day when its 
citizens had gazed on him in prison. 
The 1 
iron of revenge had entered his soul, and 1 
all other angers were trivial. 
H e didn’t i 
forgive his daughter for her marriage, but i 
her m other did, and he allowed her and 
her husband to come and go as they saw 
tit, even walking over with his wife some 
.Sundays to see their tidy farm and cozy 
home. 
But, when his spirits rose again, 
he set about removing the county seat 
from Eldora to Rose Grove, which place 
he m eant to name Avershire. 
H is reason 
may have been affected by that awful hour , 
in jail, but his madness had such method i 
th at there was never a day when county 
politicians felt safe from his assiults upon 
the seat of local government. 
But he was 
an honest, prosperous farmer, all knew 
that, and not a man or woman in the 
county but was proud to do him honor. 
And when he died the first carriage be­ 
hind the hearse held only the calm-souled 
woman who 
had 
walked 
beside him 
through forty years of weal and woe. The 
next bore his daughter and her husband, 
w ith their two sons, almost grown, and 
back of them came a cavalcade a mile in 
length— vehicles tided w ith mourners to 
the very end—and crowding close about 
the s rave came hundreds who paid the 
tribute of esteem to “Honest” H erbert 
Aver.

As civilization advances new diseases are 
not only discovered, but are actually pro­ 
duced by the novel agencies which are 
brought to bear on man’s body and mind.

Railw ay traveling has its

nervous centers; the electric light has 
already created a special form of opthal- 
m ia ; and now we have the telephone in­ 
dicted as a cause of ear troubles, which 
react on the spirits, and indirectly on the 
general heaith.

sound, as the eye, when inflamed or irri­ 
table, becomes unable to bear the light. 
The patients suffered from nervous excita­ 
bility, w ith buzziiig noises in the ear, gid­ 
diness and neuralgic pains. 
In addition 
to these subjective symptoms, M. Gelle in 
some cases found objective lesions, such as 
a sub-inflammatory condition of the mem­ 
brana tym pani.

Leonide Apostoloff, a young Cossack en­ 
gineer, whose name is hardly known out­ 
side his own country, claims to have made 
a discovery and patented an invention des­ 
tined to change the face of the m aritim e 
world. 
W ild as his claim may sound, for 
he asserts th at his invention will enable 
us to cross the A tlantic in twenty-six hours, 
there is enough substance in his dream to 
have secured him three years’ leave of 
absence by the Russian Government in 
order th at he may prosecute his scientific 
researches. 
M. Apostoloff elected to study 
at Marseilles. 
There a representative of 
the Pail Mall Gazette called upon him . M. 
Apostoloff is tall and dark, his face be­ 
speaks energy and great determination. 
H e is eight-and-twentv. 
“Is it true,” asked our representative, 
“that you expect to perform the voyage 
from here to Algiers in four hours ?” 
“Certainly,” replied M. Apostoloff. “My 
boat will travel 100 knots an hour, th at is 
to say, five times quicker than the fastest 
steamer. I have applied to navigation the 
spiral principle, that is all.” 
“ But what is the spiral principle ?” 
“I t is somewhat difficult to put into 
words. 
You know it takes longer to ham ­ 
m er a nail into the wall than to screw it 
in. 
AgaiD, in old days the ball from a 
gun went th u s 
straight at its object 
and hit perhaps at a hundred yards. Now 
the ball is twisted out and goes immensely 
quicker and much further. 
Still another 
illustration: 
W hy does a man swim? 
Because he agitates his arms and legs, you 
reply. 
Very good. 
But why does a ser­ 
pent swim ?” and M. Apostoloff smiled 
trium phantly. 
“You do not know ? 
P er­ 
haps you did ’not even know th at he who 
tem pted our first m other swam at all. Yet 
a serpent once in the water goes quicker 
along than the fastest fish ” * 
“W hat suggested this idea to you ?” 
“W hen I was quite a young fellow my 
regim ent was ordered to Samara, where a 
bridge was being built over the river. The 
country is singularly bereft of stones, andas 
they were absolutely necessary in making 
the foundations of the bridge, the moujiks 
extracted them from the bed of the cur­ 
rent itself. 
And how ? 
By means of an 
ingenious inventi in of their own. 
A rope 
was coiled several times around the trunk 
of a large tree ; to the other dangled an 
iron claw named koschka, which signifies 
a little cat’s claw. 
A t a touch from the 
hand the beam turned round in the water, 
the rope, unwinding itself with the rapidity 
of lightning, descended 
and the claw 
clutched hold of anything it found in the 
bed of the river, and at a reverse touch the 
beam brought it up to the surface. 
Some­ 
times very large stones were brought up in 
this manner. 
This struck me greatly. 
How intelligent of these poor peasants to 
have discovered the spiral principle for 
themselves. 
Simply dropping the rope 
into the water would not have been of any 
good. 
If you doubt this, try it for yourself 
with a pencil and bit of thread.” 
“Then I suppose you began trying ex­ 
perim ents?” 
“Ju st so. 
I tried many experiments, 
wishing also to discover some new motor 
to drive my boat along. 
B_’t the great 
principle of the thing lay in the spiral 
idea.-’ 
“But how can you apply the pencil and 
thread plan to a boat?” 
“T hus: My boat to look at it is not un­ 
like a long, rather pointed, egg in shape, 
an egg round which has been twisted a 
piece of string. 
It will revolve rapidly in 
fact, the difference between the speed of 
my boat and the modern steamer will he— 
to quote myself again—the difference be­ 
tween a blunt nail driven into the wall 
and a nail screwed in. 
You are wonder­ 
ing where the passengers will go. 
W ell, 
iuside, for this egg-shaped form is only an 
outside shell. 
Inside, fastened securely to 
the beam running through it, Is an inner 
shell, cabin, etc., which remains absolutely 
steady as if on land. 
You will note that 
the rudder is both perpendicular and hori­ 
zontal. 
This enables the steerer to direct 
tne boat up or down under the water, a 
thing the usual torpedo boat cannot do. 
This is, roughly speaking, a torpedo boat— 
half in and half out of the water. 
My 
Bateau Plongeur will remain habitually 
under water.” 
“Of what m aterial will your Plongeur 
be made?” 
“Of the strongest steel, to enable it to 
resist the great pressure of the water 
above it. On the other hand, the boat will 
he very light, so light indeed th at in 
case of any injury to the m achinery, etc., 
there will be no danger, for it will of itself 
rise to the surface of the water.” 
“How will the inhabitants of your little 
craft breathe ?” 
“Every thirty-eight hours it must come 
up for a long, deep breath,” answered M. 
Apostoloff, smiling. “Practically, the only 
danger we have to fear is the outer shell, 
or corps tournant, getting smashed, either 
by running on to a rock or encountering a 
whale. 
Still, a powerful electric light will 
shine through the belt of thick glass run­ 
ning around the boat and will illum inate 
the water depths above, below, and for a 
hundred varus all round us.” 
“And will the Plongeur always remain 
under w ater?” 
“Xo, not necessarily so; but if it is half 
out of the water the speed of the corps 
tournant will be reduced by nearly half, 
the boat will proceed at a rate of eighty 
knots an hour, instead of scuttling along 
at 120 knots an hour.” 
“Your invention wili be chiefly useful 
for the purposes of m aritim e warfare?” 
“I wish more to utilize my discovery for 
the purposes of commerce, but, of course, 
as a torpedo-boat, it will be irresistible.” 
“H ave you ever actually tried it your­ 
self in w ater?” 
“ Yes. 
Some time ago in Russia on the 
Volga. 
I was not rich, so I buiit my boat 
of tin, rather a foolhardy proceeding. 
A 
steam er containing a party of my friends 
started to race me. 
In a few minutes I 
had rushed far beyond it, and in fact dis­ 
appeared entirely from their sight. ‘A las!’ 
cried they. 
‘Poor Apostoloff- has gone to 
the bottom.' 
But after some tim e they 
came up to me. 
I was resting comfortably 
on the bank. 
G reat, as you may suppose, 
. was their joy and relief. 
B ut the extrem e 
i rapidity w ith which my boat had gone 
1 caused the tin, of which it was composed, 
to smash up.” 
“And when will you haTe your craft 
in working order?” 
“ By January. 
It will be twenty-eight 
metres long and about one half metres 
through the thickest part. 
There will be 
room for twenty-five persons. 
My first 
voyage will be to Toulon and back in fifty 
minutes; my next trip will be an attem pt 
to go to Algiers and back in eight hours. 
I now have fifty applications from people 
anxious to go on the trial trip.” 
“Xow, Mr. Apostoloflj we come to what 
is of course, an im portant item. 
W here 
does your motive force come from?” 
“A h, th at is my secret. 
I have dis­ 
covered anew electric motor which cannot, 
unluckily, be patented; th at is why I am 
keeping it to myself as long as I can. 
Soon it will become common propértv, but 
no oue can steal from me my corps tour­ 
nant,” he added cheerfully, and “ without 
th at they can never hope to attain one- 
third of the speed.” 


“And what will be the relative cost of 
your Bateau Plongeur in comparison to the 
ordinary torpedo boat?” 
“Forty per cent, cheaper as far as the 
cost of construction is concerned, and 94 
per cent, cheaper in actual working expense. 
Thus the lOOf. worth of coal which goes to 
supply the torpedo boat will be replaced 
by 6f. worth of my new motive force. 
In 
fact, there will be practically no working 
expenses after the first installation.” 
“You can at least tell me one thing 
about your new motive power. 
W ill it 
also supply the light?” 
“ Yes, it* will.” 
“H ave you ever thought of seriously 
adapting your Bateau Plongeur to passen­ 
ger traffic?” 
“Certainly. 
T hink what it will be for a 
man of business to get to Xew York in 
twenty-six hours. 
Those who do not like 
the idea of being inside the shell will 
have to have a kind of platform attached 
to the extrem ities of two of my Bateaux 
Plongeurs.”

“And do you propose to sell the patent 
to any country ?” 
“Certainly n o t; or, rather, if I did, I 
should of course keep it for Russia, my 
own country.”

THE RIVER CONVENTION. 
The call for the River Convention has 
been sent out. It is not too early to sug­ 
gest, that peoplemay think the matter over 
at length, that when delegates come up to 
the Convention its work may not be re­ 
tarded and its purpose crippled by taking 
up any incidental questions. The one and 
only purpose of the Convention is to press 
upon the attention of the Federal Govern­ 
ment the need for the restoration of the 
navigability of the river, and its protec­ 
tion from injury thereafter by reason of 
neglect on the part of the Government. It 
makes no difference whatever what the 
delegates may think concerning the meth­ 
ods that should be adopted for the accom­ 
plishment of the ends in view. The in­ 
stant the Convention enters upon the 
consideration of sneh matters it will 
flounder. The one thing is to commit the 
Government to the proposition that the 
river should be treated by it, and in a com­ 
prehensive and systematic manner. The 
questions of means and method are second­ 
ary, and regardless of what the Convention 
may say the Government will act in such 
matters only after investigation by its own 
engineers or Commissioners, and according 
to their reports of the need for action of a 
particular character. 
Let the delegates come up to the Con­ 
vention fully impressed with the import­ 
ance of not overloading the memorial it is 
to send nut, with matter that will create 
discussion on unsettled issues, or involve 
this, that or the other system of work that 
should be engaged in by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment. The question of reclamation, 
of mining, of drainways, of relief 
canals, of enlargement of the mouth of 
the river, of cutting off bends, of levee­ 
ing, of dredging, and all such matters, 
should be untouched by the Convention. 
Let it present the facts as they are, the 
value of the river as a free highway and 
as a drain to the valley, its commercial 
importance, its present condition com­ 
pared to that in the early days of the 
State, and then appeal to Congress to 
order its treatment solely on the basis of 
restoring and preserving its navigability 
to all the people of all the land. It the 
Federal Government can be moved to do 
what is unquestionably its duty, the pur­ 
pose of the Convention will have been ac­ 
complished. All the questions of means 
and methods will be proper enough sub­ 
jects upon which to address the Commis­ 
sion that it is hoped the Government will 
create for the treatment of the river, and 
there will be time enough to discuss them 
when such a Commission is raised. If, 
however, the Convention gets into the 
deep water of arguing the case in its memor­ 
ial as to causes or remedies, the result will 
be disastrous. Let it be wise in its day, 
and confine itself to the one great purpose 
of its creation. 


ACCUMULATING STRENGTH OF THE 
BALLOT REFORM. 
Ballot reform agitation is rapidly spread­ 
ing, and is engaging daily more and more 
the attention of the people. It is by per­ 
sistence only that its ends are to be ac­ 
complished. Its enemies are not few, and 
the devices to which they will resort to pre­ 
vent its adoption are those of the trickster 
politicians. W hat they most fear is the 
agitation of the subject, since they well 
know that the legislation % a State must 
sooner or later reflect the sentiment of the 
people behind the legislative body. For 
this reason the enemies of the reform de­ 
plore the prominence the press of the 
country is now giving the subject, and are 
bestirring themselves to prevent, so far as 
thev can. the education of the public 
mind upon the question through the 
newspaper press. C nless all estimates of 
the future are wrong, as forecast by the 
ballot reformers, the new system has come 
to stay, and will, before the close of the 
centurv, he enacted into law in every 
State of the Union. The testimony ac­ 
cumulates of the growing strength of the 
reform sentiment, as the following compila­ 
tion reveals, and which is additional to 
that already published in these columns. 
The Albany Argus, Democratic, pro­ 
nouncing for it says: 
We hope that an h o n e s t ballot bill based on 
the essentials of the Australian system, may be 
enacted. The practical 
the JsaUot 


íü'overner Green, of New Jersey, pro­ 
nounces for the reform system, saying: 
No other plan seems to offer so many advan­ 
tages as the complete isolation of the voter in 
preparing and casting his ballot. In onler to 
make this isolation complete the tickets Ehould 
be primed at public expense aud given to the 
voter by a public officer just before voting. 
In April the new system goes into effect 
in Rhode Island, and the officials of that 
commonwealth say that the people are all 
unanimous in favor of retaining the new 
law upon the statute book. 
In Missouri the new system applies to 
all cities having over five thousand inhab­ 
itants. The testimony is that the leading 
sentiment now demands that it shall be 
applied to all voting precincts. 
In Mis­ 
souri the law provides that the name of no 
candidate other than those nominated by 
conventions of delegates shall lie printed 
cn the ticket unless accompanied by a peti­ 
tion signed by one per cent, of the total 
vote of the previous election in the State 
or county where the candidate is running. 
Governor Fitzhugh Lee, of Virginia, 
favors the system, with some modifications, 
for his State, and will bring the matter be­ 
fore the Legislature. 
The New York Herald's correspondent 
says that it is practically certain that the 
latest modifications of reform methods of 
balloting will he adopted in Iowa this win­ 
ter. The new Governor has declared em­ 
phatically in favor of them; and the 
Democratic platform al the late election 
pledged its party to the passage of such 
laws. 
Governor Eagle and the State officers of 
Arkansas pronounce emphatically in favor 
of the system. They say that it was not 
due to any objections to it that the bill 
embodying it did not pass the houses of 
the last Legislature. 
In Tennessee the popular will favors the 
system. Governor Taylor says that the 
law which established it in Tennessee has 
not as yet been fairly tested. He adds: 
But it has been sufficiently demonstrated 
that it is a good law aud will eventually be 
adopted in every State of the Union. It ought 
to be universal iu its application. It would 
puri'y the ballot-box, and would make fraud 
almost, it not altogether, impossible. 
Minnesota has adopted the new system, 
and Governor Keyes, who signed the bill, 
says: 
It is the best means yet devised to reach a fair 
test of the wishes of the people. Men who have 
sufficient brains to read and think for them­ 
selves need not under the new law be under the 
surveillance of ward bosses. The ignorant and 
illiterate, however, are in about the same con­ 
dition as before. Ño votiDg law has yet been 
devised which-can put them beyond the wiles 
oi political tricksters. It is only in force iu 
Minnesota cities of 10/ GO or more inhabitants. 
It lias been tested in local elections in Minneap­ 
olis, Stillwater aud Duluth, and, strange to say, 
it is commended by the managers of both great 
parties aud the people. 
In Maine the Mayors of every city and 
town have been “interviewed” upon the 
subject, and all of them declare that the 
people insist upon the establishment of the 
new system. 
In West Virginia Governor Wilson, in 
calling a special session of the Legislature, 
includes, as one of the matters to be con­ 
sidered, the framing of a new ballot law- 
on the model of the reform system. The 
reports from West Virginia are that the 
sentiment favoring such action predomi­ 
nates largely. Kentucky, Iowa, Maryland, 
Wisconsin, Mississippi, Arkansas, New 
Y'ork and Delaware are looked upon as 
certain to adopt the system as soon as the 
hills can be got before the Legislature. 
These added to the seven States that have 
already adopted the new method of ballot­ 
ing will make a force for it, that it is 
scarcely possible the opposing elements in 
other States can long resist. 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT FRANCHISE. 
Referring again to the electric light 
franchise now in process of passage by the 
Board of City Trustees, we wish to im­ 
press upon the minds of the people the 
danger of granting any such franchise for 
the term of fifty years, and the grave mis­ 
take it will be to grant it for any term 
' ’ out many carefully considered and 
clearly expressed restrictions. 
We are not opposed, let it he under­ 
stood, to the granting of this franchise. 
On the contrary, it ought to he granted 
under proper restrictions, irrespective of 
any opposition that may possibly develop, 
or that has been shown by existing com­ 
panies. Our suggestions do not arise out 
of any partisanship, nor are they pro­ 
moted hv any animosity to the new 
scheme. We stand for the best interests 
of the people of the city of Sacramento, 
and the course of the R ecord-Union all 
these years should be the best guarantee 
of its sincerity in this matter. We there­ 
fore warn the people once more that there 
is about to he granted for the period of 
half a century, fronf their bounty, a right 
with which they cannot thereafter at all 
interfere, to use the streets, alleys and ave­ 
nues of Sacramento above and below 
ground, for any and all possible purposes 
that the grantees may see fit in the use of 
electricity as an agent for money making; 
that to this grant there does not attach a 
solitary restriction; not even as ordinary 
a one as requires a political committee to 
clear up the spot on which it builds a bon­ 
fire in the street. 
It does not seem possible that any body 
of men having the city’s interests in their 
keeping, under the solemnity of their 
oaths can commit such a folly as granting 
the franchise in its present form. We are 
but upon the threshold of electrical dis­ 
covery ; what even a year may bring forth 
in that direction no man can forecast; we 
are prepared to receive almost any propo­ 
sition as to the uses of electricity and its 
{lower as possible, in the light and history 
of the advance of the science in the last 
dozen years. It is the hight of folly, there­ 
fore, to grant to any body of citizens, no 
matter what their social and business 
standing, absolutely unrestricted right to 
use the highways of the city as they see 
fit, for any future application of electrical 
currents. We ought to retain to the city the 
right at any time to modify the method of 
the use of the streets by such a corpora­ 
tion. We ought to require of it that it 
repair the streets it disturbs; that it shall 
not by its constructions impede the work­ 
ing of any of the departments of the city 
government, or expose the lives and prop­ 
erty of the people to new perils. If such 
restrictions were not put into the fran­ 
chises already granted to other companies 
it was a serious error, and is no reason 
why we should continue in that error. 
We know a deal more about electricity 
and its uses now than we did three or four 
years ago, and we shall, in all probabilitvj 
know a great deal more about it three 
years hence. 
The R ecord-U nion cautioned theTrus-

before they acted upon the granting of the 
franchise, and the warning was given be­ 
cause we feared that would happen which 
has happened. The matter is now up for 
reconsideration, and we again warn the 
Trustees that if they persist in their pres­ 
ent course they will find cause to regret it 
within the next two years, or else sci­ 
entists and electricians are wofuliy mis­ 
taken concerning the direction that elec­ 
trical science is taking and the develop­ 
ments that it is on the eve of manifesting. 
As to the contract for lighting the 
streets, we reiterate the opinion already 
expressed, that the right thing to do is to 
declare all bids off; postpone the letting 
of the c ntract until the new company has 
had full opportunity to establish its plant 
and fit itself to bid, with ability to under­ 
take performance so soon as the contract is 
awarded. Surely there.can be raised to 
such a proposition no reasonable objection. 
If this is not done the Trustees will have 
placed the city of Sacramento in the hu­ 
miliating attitude of having granted a 
franchise which the applicants flatly say 
they consider of fio value whatever, unle-s 
there is given with it the contract to 
light the streets. No corporation ever 
before in the history of any municipal 
government made such a mpnstr us propo­ 
sition ; no city in the world ever be­ 
fore acceded to such an unblushing de­ 
mand. The applicants cannot cite a single 
instance paralleling this. 
We are a ware that a large number of 
citizens petitioned the Trustees to grant 
the franchise, but we are confident that 
not one of those petitioners will to-day 
stand up in the face of the people and say 
that he intended to ask the Trustees 0 
grant the valuable right without any re­ 
strictions whatever If there is any such 
petitioner, in the name of curiosity let 
him arise that men may look upon him- 
On the contrary, we know that the peti 
tioners understood that if the franchise 
was granted it would be hedged about by 
those wise restrictions which common bus­ 
iness sense dictates. This is all that is 
now asked, and not less than this can the 
City Trustees do for the people and retain 
their respect and confidence. 
T he Alta's commercial review for the 
year 1889 leads that journal to the judg­ 
ment that in all material lines it was a 
year of prosperity for California. This is 
too sweeping. Probably in the commerce 
of the metropolis the Alta’s conclusion is 
reflected, but there were material lines 
along which prosperity did not travel in 
the year 1889. There was not much rail­ 
road building, there was not much tourist 
travel, there was not much immigration, 
there was not that development in manu­ 
facturing that we had hoped for, and our 
fishing industries were prostrated. Never­ 
theless it was not a year of regrets. Our 
export trade was quite good, and the in­ 
crease of imports was general; our fruit 
products gained new importance in East­ 
ern markets, money was not lacking, in­ 
terest rates did not rise, and the State 
suffered from no serious disaster. 
The bill just introduced iijto the United 
States Senate for the establishment of in­ 
ternational copyright requires that a for­ 
eign book, to be entitled to protection 
here, must be reprinted in this country and 
bound here. It is very doubtful if this 
bill will attain the purpose that the friends 
of international copyright desire. We do 
not understand that the bill will benefit 
any foreign author who does not issue his 
book in this country simultaneously with 
its appearance at home. American authors 
get better terms than that in England, 
and, for the matter of that, in some other 
foreign lauds. We ought to give the for­ 
eign author the same privilege here that 
our authors secure abroad, and we can do 
that and still require the reprinting to be 
done in America. 


T h e sensational press that worked the 
people of the East into the belief that we 
have had great floods in the State, and 
that we are all objects of charity in con­ 
sequence, will now be compelled to ex­ 
plain to the people of the States beyond 
the mountains that there is no flood dis­ 
tress in California after all; that cjur sym­ 
pathetic friends on the Atlantic side may 
draw’ to their purse strings again, and that 
there is no necessity to form relief com­ 
mittees, since there is no one to be re­ 
lieved. Now that the East has been so 
sadly misled, we trust that the gentlemen 
of the sensational press are satisfied with 
their work. 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 
A subscriber, writing from Pike City, 
asks : “Where was John Wilkes Booth 
when he shot Abraham Lincoln ?” He was 
in a private box at Ford's Theater, Wash­ 
ington, D. C. The same wriier asks “the 
number of legal holidays in a year.” Un­ 
der an Act of the last Legislature, ap­ 
proved March 1,18S9, the number depends 
eotirely upon the Governor. Section 10 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure was then 
amended so as to read as follows : “Holi­ 
days within the meaning of this code are 
every Sunday, the first day of January, the 
twenty-secoDd day of February, the thir 
tieth of May, the fourth day of July, the 
ninth day of September, the twenty-fifth 
day of December, every day on which an 
election is held throughout the State, and 
every day appointed by the President of 
the United States, or by the Governor of 
this State, for a public fast, thanksgiving, 
or holiday,” etc. 
The Rev. Henry A. Adams, rector of St. 
Paul's Church, Buffalo, at one time rector 
of Trinity Church, New York city, at­ 
tended the Press Club dinner in that city a 
few nights ago, and in speaking of the pre=9 
said : “In nine cases out of ten the press 
speaks on the right side. As to Sunday 
newspapers, the sooner the Christian world 
recognizes that the Sunday paper has come 
to stay, and that it preaches to the thou­ 
sands who don't come to hear us preach, 
the better for the people. I have always 
begged the reporters not to put my sermon 
in the Monday paper, bnt to save it till 
Sunday, and preach to the people who do 
not go to church. Oqr cause is one.” 
We have frequent inquiries of late from 
various parts of the State asking informa­ 
tion in regard to the conditions of admis- 
siod to the Leland Stanford Jr. University, 
to whom application should be made for 
renting cottages, etc. So far as we know 
none of the details have yet been an­ 
nounced.

ÉBOUT THE SUMMIT. 


TBAINS DELAYED BY THE TSEMENDOTJS 
SNOW-BAXKS. 


The Railroad Track Frequently B lock­ 
aded, and Old-Style Plow s of Little 
f we—W ork of the Rotary. 


The snow and wind-storms in the moun­ 
tains on Thursday are reported by the rail­ 
road people to have been terrific, and as a 
result no through trains, freight or passen­ 
ger, had arrived in this city up to last even­ 
ing, since noon on Thursday. The two 
overland trains—one of which was due at 
6:25 on Thursday evening and the other at 
6 a. M. yesterday morning, had not arrived 
up to dark last evening in consequence of 
the blockade of snow. 
To a R ecokd-U s io s reporter Secretary 
Breckenfeld of Superintendent Wright’s 
office gave a graphic description oí the 
gtorm, the operations of the force of men 
fighting the snow, andthesnow-plows. On 
Thursday afternoon, with the wind blow­ 
ing a hurricane and the air filled with 
blinding snow, one of the old model snow­ 
plows, with six large locomotives behind 
it, together with three carloads of shovcl- 
ers, started from Alta to plow eastward and 
clear the track to Clue Canyon. It suc­ 
ceeded in scattering the snow from the 
track up to within two miles of the latter 
place, where, on account of the increasing 
violence of the wind and falling snow, it 
bad to give up the attempt to get to Blue 
Canyon. Snow had fallen over the track 
behind the train, and the entire outfit be­ 
came blockaded. Meanwhile 
THE SEW KOTAEY PLOW 
Was looking after the road near Cascade?, 
where the sheds were recently broken 
down, end it was also headed eastward, en­ 
deavoring to keep ihe road clear as far as 
the Summit. Receiving the news that the 
other plow was stoim-uound near Blue 
Canyon, and being ordered thither to help 
extricate it, the trainmen started for the 
Summit turntable, in order to head the 
plow westward. When some distance this 
side of the Summit, in a place where there 
were no sheds, they came upon a snow-slide 
for a distance cf over 200 feét and to a depth 
of 15 feet. 
THE SOLID BANK OF SSOW 
Was bored into by the plow, and the track 
for the whole distance was cleared in grand 
style, although ail the windows in the cab 
were smashed. The plow reached the 
Summit late at night and resolved to wait 
until daybreak yesterday morning before 
starting back. 
With the fast mail train behind them the 
start was made, butagain eight feet of snow 
was found on the track in the open space 
which had but a short time before been 
cleared of the obstruction—a fissure in the 
bank had caused it to slide back again upon 
the track. Forging through this, they pro­ 
ceeded as far a3 Cisco, where the overland 
stoppf a and the passengers were accommo­ 
dated in the hotel. 
The plow then proceeded to the assist­ 
ance of the one blockaded, and was work­ 
ing at that place yesterday afternoon. 
TRAINS DELAYED. 
The overland trains which left here 
Thursday evening were at Colfax during 
Thursday night and most of yesterday, 
awaiting the clearing of the road 
It snowed as far down as Applegate yes­ 
terday morning, and when the Colfax 
train came into the depot here, about 1Ü 
o'clock, the tops of the cars were covered 
with snow, and a huge pillow of “the beau- 
tiful’’covered the pilot of the locomotive. 
SIXTEEN FEET AT THE SUMMIT. 
The depth of snow at the Summit yester­ 
day was increased from fourteen to sixteen 
feet, and there was a proportionate increase 
in depth at all points above the snow belt. 
This tremendous snowfall at such an early 
date insures a high stag^ of water in the 
Sacramento river in the spring, and possi­ 
bly until late into the summer—the later 
the better, as it is not desirable that the 
snow should come down too rapidly in 
liquid form. If the mountains had not 
been so thoroughly cleared of their timber 
by the ittmbsrmen and Comstock miners, 
and of their undergrowth by sheep-owners, 
this mass of snow would provide 
PLENTY OF WATEE 
In th e river for navigation purposes 
throughout the whole summer. But ihere 
has of late years been little to protect the 
snow from the hot rays of the sun. and the 
result has been a rapid m elting, with con­ 
sequent high rivers in the spriD g and iow 
w ater in the summer. 
As January, February and March are 
usually months of the heaviest snow­ 
storms, the probability is that there will be 
upward of twenty—and perhaps thirty— 
feet of snow about the Summit before the 
winter concludes its efForis. Iu some por­ 
tions of the mountains there is a fair sec­ 
ond-growth of pines, and this may serve to 
hold the snow back longer than usual by 
preventing its too rapid melting. 
THE SITUATION LAST NIGHT. 
At a late hour last night Assistant Di­ 
vision Superintendent Jones and Train 
Dispatcher Wilder were seen by the re­ 
porter. It was learned front them that the 
west bound trains were still behind the 
blockade, but might reach here this morn­ 
ing.The rotary plow had also been stalled 
near Blue Canyon, snow slides having oc­ 
curred in front and to the rear of it. The 
plow was, however, “working out its own 
salvation,“ and it was expected that it 
would be free before midnight. 
There was no snow failing last night on 
the eastern side of the Summit, but some 
on this side. 
Assistant Superintendent Burkbalter 
was at Cisco—as far as he could go for the 
time being—and was directing operations 
in that vicinity. 
The company sent up some more snow- 
shovelers last night, and now has upward 
of 600 men between Emigrant Gap and 
Truckee, and many of them are said to be 
very tough customers. Mr. Wilder said 
that from all he had heard it must be 
A GRAND SIGHT 
To see the rotary plow strike a snowbank 
and march through it. It throws the snow 
on either side, as desired (which is natur­ 
ally the dowa-hill side), and for a distance 
of from 100 to 150 feet. He said he 
wouldn’t be surprised to hear of some of 
the little "shake’’ hamlets along the road 
being completely submerged by the snow 
thrown ofi by the plow. With the excep­ 
tion of where the sheds are intact the track 
lies between walls of snow as high as the 
car-tops. 
On the Oregon line trains are running all 
right, except that the south-bound express, 
due here at 2:10 this morning, ¡9 ten hours 
behind.

POLICE COTJBT. 
The 
Com Ion-Murray Case—J. H. Pike 
H eld to Answer for Felony. 
In the Police Court yesterday the casa of 
Mrs. Wheeler, charged with disturbing the 
peace, was continued until next Wednes­ 
day. 
The arraignment of Thomas Burns, 
charged with assault to murder, was con­ 
tinued until to-day. 
John Condon was acquitted of the charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon. The 
complaining witness was one W. F. Mur­ 
ray. who claimed that Condon struck hint 
with a monkey-wrench because he (Mur­ 
ray) would not get down from a wagon. 
The affair occuired in Wilson’s stable, 
where both men were employed. Condor, 
being the foreman. For the defense it was 
proven by several witnesses that Murray 
was very much intoxicated at the time, and 
in exceedingly offensive language declared 
that he would attend to the horse and 
wagon, and no one else should. Condon 
thereupon caught him by the collar and 
jerked him from the seat of the wagon. 
Murray afterwards left the stable and 
caused Condon's arrest. 
Judge Buckley explained the rights of a 
foreman when the superior was absent, and 
concluded that Condon was not guilty. 
Murray having been ordered to get down, 
refused to obey and thereupon became a 
trespasser, and the foreman then had the 
right to forcibly eject him. The general 
sentiment of all who heard the testimony 
was that Murray deserved ail the punish­ 
ment he had received. 
J. H. Pike, wa3 held to answer for felony, 
in stealing cigars and liquors from his em­ 
ployer. The charges making up the offense 
were that of a prior conviction and grand 
larceny. Bail was fixed at $2 000. 
Thomas Carolan was fined $5 for battery. 
The case of Clara Helms, charged with 
larceny, was continued until to-morrow. 
The warrant in the case of Jantes R. 
Taylor, charged with disturbing the peace, 
was ordered canceled.

CHARITY'S CHANCE. 
An 


An interesting case came np in Judge 
Armstrong’s Court yesterday—that of W. 
A I. Steinhart, of San Francisco, against 
the National Bank of D. O. Mills & Co 
Briefly stated the factB are about as fol­ 
lows: Godfrey Politz, of this city, owed 
the Steinharts $860, for which they held 
his note. The latter firm, on the 18th of 
February iast, sent the note to the bank 
here for collection. Politz was indebted to 
the bank on a past-due loan for a much 
larger sum than the note. He went to the 
bank before noon and wrote on the face of 
the note: “Charge to my account; Politz. 
The note was placed on the spindle, and a 
draft made for the amount and placed in 
the mail before 4 o’clock p. m. of the same 
day. 
At 3 o’clock the bank’s transactions were 
closed for the day, and the note was en­ 
tered on the journal against Politz. At 4 
r. m . the batik etlicials heard that Politz 
bad made an assignment. The letter was 
recoveted from the Pustoffice, the draft was 
taken from it, the past-due ioan was 
charged agaiust Poliiz, and the note was 
returned to the Steinbarts with a bole in 
the center of it. 
The Steinharts claimed the money from 
the bank, which refused to pay it, and suit 
was commenced for the amount. Counsel 
for the San Francisco firm argued that the 
bank has tto right to the money, having 
acted in the capacity of agent for his clients, 
and that when the no e was canceled and 
notice of the transaction deposited in the 
Postcffice the act of collection had been 
consummated: 
Judge Denson, lor the defense, claimed 
directly to the contrary, alleging that they 
were under no obligation to pay the ¿¡em­ 
it art note, having been merely requested bo 
to do by Politz, and that they had a right 
to change their tuindsand recall the money 
(as they did) before it reached the plaintiff ’s 
bands. 
The case was argued at some length, and 
will be further submitted on briefs giving 
points and authorities as to the effect given 
a proceeding by depositing notice thereof 
through the ntaiis. 
The case had some amusing features. It 
appears that the bauk officials had sub­ 
mitted a hypothetical case covering the 
points of the transaction to the editor of an 
Eastern journal published in the interest of 
banking institutions, and which is regarded 
as authority in snch matters. The "editor 
decided the case against the bank, giving 
his reasons therefor, and the defendants 
were taken quite aback yesterday when Mr. 
Ach, plaintiff's counsel, arose in Court with 
a type-written copy of the decision referred 
to and employed it in his argument. Ot 
course, it was not supposed for a moment 
that the plaintiff or his counsel (they not 
being bankers) would know anything about 
tbe editorial adjudication of the case. 
Politz himself was called as a witness in 
the case, and the fact was developed that 
he was needlessly frightened into the act 
of going through insolvency. He testified 
that be supposed he was perfectly solvent 
at the tinte he made the $409 deposit in the 
bank, and asked the latter to pay the Stein­ 
hart note, but a few hours later in the dav 
he heard a wild “rumor” (from a single in­ 
dividual) that he was to be attached, and 
therefore put in a petition of insolvency. 
He had not learned who it was that pro­ 
posed to attach his stock, and does not to 
this day know who it was. In short, it was 
“a false aiarm.” 
’PRIOR RESIDENTS.” 
Some 
Custom H ouse Rickards Finds 
Fratuls iu Sacram ento. 
Carlton Rickards, the well-known and 
popular Chinese interpreter of the Custom 
House in San Francisco, was in this city 
yesterday looking up evidence in the cases 
of four “prior resident” Chinamen, who ar­ 
rived at San Francisco recently on the 
steamer Belgic, and having no return cer­ 
tificates want to ¡and on the plea that they 
were residents of tbe United States and left 
for China before the Exclusion Act went 
into effect. 
At one time, owing to the hundreds of 
Chinamen arriving every week at San 
Francisco, it was an impossibility for the 
Custom House officials to make any ex­ 
tended inquiries into the claims made by 
these “prior residents.” All that could be 
done was to take brief statements from 
each on the steamer, through interpreter 
Rickards, before they were released on 
writs of habeas corpus. These statements 
were all that the Government had by 
which there was any hope of discovering 
frauds—and if the Chinaman had a good 
memory, so as to repeat his original state­ 
ment, there was no hope at nil. 
At the present tinte, however, the steam­ 
ers only bring an average of twenty five or 
thirty Chinamen on each trip, haif of 
which, as a rale, are “prior residents,” and 
thus the Custom House officers have mors 
time to look into the cases thoroughly. 
The four cases which Mr. Rickards" came 
to Sacramento to investigate are those of 
Chinamen who, in giving their statements 
on board the Belgic immediately upon ar­ 
rival,. stated that they had formerly re­ 
sided in this city. One of them, HoDg Ah 
Duck, swore that be and two of his “cous­ 
ins” formerly kept a Chinese merchandise 
store at 638 I street, and his statement was 
substantiated by the sworn statement of a 
San Francisco Chinaman, who was posi­ 
tive that Duck really had been in business 
at the place mentioned. Mr. Rickards 
started np I street yesterday morning in 
search of this store. He passed through 
Chinatown, and continued on up the street 
until he reached the “600” block, which is 
opposite the Court-house. Of course there 
were no Chinese merchant stores here, and 
in consequence Duck's chances of getting 
iu on that statement are likely to grow 
rather slim. His friend who swore to the 
affidavit is also likely to get into trouble 
for perjury—that is, if he can ever be found 
again. 
The other three cases Mr. Rickards found 
tobe equally as fraudulent as that of Hong 
Ah Duck. They had all given the num­ 
bers and locations of places in this city 
where they had formerly resided, but the 
inspector either could not find the places, 
or the persons dwelling there had never 
heard of the “prior resident” who is so 
anxious to land on American soil. 
Mr. Rickards left on the 3 o'clock train 
in the afternoon for Marysville, where he 
will investigate several more probable 
frauds.

GOOD SHOWING. 
Sacram ento’s Thrift—H ow Her People 
Pay Their Taxes. 
Sheriff McMullen and his deputies are 
feeling very good over their tax collections. 
The total taxes, in round figures, are $444,­ 
000, and the Sheriff ssysjthere will be less 
than $15,000 carried over to the delinquent 
list. 
“Considering the stormy weather we 
have had ever since the season opened,” 
said he, • ibis is a remarkable showing. 
We know, from going over the books, that 
but a small portion of the $15,000 delin­ 
quent would have been unpaid liad the 
weather and roads been such that farmsrs 
from a distance con’d have come to town. 
Persons who do not live on the lines of 
railroad would not come iu to pay taxes 
under $20 or $30, preferring to pay the 
small penalty rather than face such storms 
as have prevailed and such heavy roads.” 
The Sheriff furtner expressed the opinion 
that as soon a3 the spring weather should 
open up—which will be very soon—the de 
lir-quents will nearly ali come in and 
settle. 
As it is, there are probably few c unties 
in the State that can make snch a credit­ 
able showing at this time. A delinquency 
of less than $15,000 out of a total of nearly 
half a million speaks volumes for the 
wealth of Sacramento county and the thrift 
and public spirit of her citizens. 
Health of the City. 
Secretary’ H L. Nichols, of the City Board 
of Health, iu his report for December, 
places the deaths in the city at 33. Of the 
deceased, but 2 were tinder 1 year, 2 be­ 
tween 1 and 5 years, 2 between 5 and 10 
years, 1 between 10 and 20 years, 6 between 
20 and 40 years, 11 between 40 and OOyears, 
and 9 upward of 60 years. There were 20 
melts attd 13 females, and 20 were native- 
born and 13 foreign-born. 
It is worthy of note that but seven of 
those deceased were under twenty years of 
age, showing that’ the children of ihe city 
are enj-lying good health. The death-rate 
per 1,000 is but 11.13. 


Opportunity to R elieve Tem porary 
H unger and Distress. 
Nearly every city and towu in the State 
is just now overrun with men idle and 
hungry. There is little or no work in 
progress on the ranches, and farmers have 
dispensed with all their men except enough 
to care for the livestock. Here in Sacra­ 
mento one can hardly pass along a block 
without being asked for the means with 
which to procure something to eat. 
A down-town business man, who feeds at 
ieast a dozen infr. every day, said to a 
Record U nion reporter yesterday that it 
was really distressing to see so rnanv men 
about tjie streets idle and hungry: "anda 
city official stated that he was supplyL.,. 
with food and fuel men in his employ who 
have for weeks been prevented by th 
stormy weather from earning a dollar to 
support their families. 
It has been suggested that s’eps be taken 
to provide soup ar.d bread and coffee for 
those who have no homes, bd J are ready 
destitute for the time being. If the weather 
should clear up must of them could get 
work, but for the present they cannot pro­ 
cure employment, as everything is at a 
standstill outside the city. Several citizens 
have expressed a willingness to contriocl­ 
one dollar a week for a few weeks f. r this 
pur pese, and there can be no doubt that, 
if somebody would take the matter in hand, 
it could be done, it would not require a 
large sum to provide plenty of good soup, 
bread and coffee to those who are in need, 
and it would nut conflict at ali with the re­ 
staurants, most of which daily feed a num­ 
ber of penniless persons. 
The city has cooks at the police station, 
who, it has been suggested, could do all ilie 
cooking required, and the police could be 
utilized to supervise the distribution of the 
food, and see that undeserving perEons. or 
crimináis, did not impose on thecharitv of 
tbe people. 
It would seem tbat tbe matter is one de­ 
serving of consideration, and perhaps the 
Supervisors and Trustees might aid to sume 
ex’ent. 


D eath of a Yolo Pioneer.

SA C R A M EN TO M A R K E T .

L o n d o n , January 2d —John Burns, the 
labor leader in England, has issued the fol­ 
lowing letter: 
To m u friends and feUow-icorkmen in America: 
T he year th a t h as passed aw ay has been th e 
m ost m om entous for labor in E ngland since 
1818. Erexy w here th e w orkers have show n an 
enthusiam for organization truly extraordinary 
in its effects. Iu Loudon aloue 3n0 trades have 
secured shorter hours or better wages an d de­ 
m anded successfully from th eir present m asters 
b etter conditions 
This m eans th at *0,000 m ore 
m en an d wom en in London have been added to 
th e ranks of organized labor. The gas stokers 
in eight m onths have m ade 5O.C0O m em bers and 
reduced th eir hours, at better wages, from 
tw elve to eight hours a day. 
The baker, w ho form erly w orked ninety and 
one h undred hours 
p er w eek, now works, 
through th e efforts of his UDion, only sixty 
hours, an d lor better pay. In th e port of I.ou 
don every dock laborer, stevedore, lighterm an 
and carm an is and m ust he a m em ber of the 
trades union. 
W orking w om en are following 
th e exam ple of th e m en, an d pressing forward 
for better tim es. 
Throughout the w orld th e laborer is m oving 
upw ard tow ard th e light, the little th ey are get­ 
tin g m aking them divinely discontented w ith 
w hat discom fort rem ains. 
In Egypt forced la ­ 
bor has recently been abolished. All through 
th e continent o f Europe, encouraged by recent 
labor successes in England, unions are organiz­ 
ing. w hile in th e colonies labor is m arching 
w ith accelerated spsed. A ll th is should be en ­ 
couraging to A m ericans, who have often been 
pioneers. 
In A m erica I tru st th a t the w orkers are im ­ 
bued w ith the responsibility th a t A m erican cit­ 
izenship bestows upon them . They are citizens 
o f a Republic th a t w ill be th e central force and 
influence of th e A nglo-Saxon race throughout 
th e w orld, and w hich, rightly used, m ay be­ 
com e a pow er for universal good. A ll is well if 
each one sinks w ith in him self th e feelings of 
m istrust, jealousy send suspicion an d w orks for 
th e com m on good. 
In th e new year th a t is com ing English and 
A m erican sons of labor w ill have an opportu­ 
n ity of show ing th eir sentim ents tow ard each 
other by p ractical efforts to secure intern atio n ­ 
ally eight hours per day. Certain it is th a t to 
keep th e ir relative position w ith other coun­ 
tries Am ericans in the new y ear h av e w ork be­ 
fore them . B elieving they will perform it and 
regretting m y inability, through pressure of 
w ork, to help them by accepting th e ir in v ita­ 
tion to lecture through th e U nited States, we 
send them (rom th e old country our best wishes 
for th eir success an d hearty greetings for th e

L o n d o n . January 2 i .—Parnell has long 
been desirous of retiring from the leader­ 
ship of the Nationalist party. The O'ohea 
divorce suit may convince him of the ex­ 
pediency of carrying ont his intentions 
without further delay. In that case there 
is only one pos3ibie successor; that is Wil­ 
liam O’Brien. He is more popular in Ire­ 
land than Parnell, and has a greater hold 
upon the party generally. Parnell has 
practically done his work, but it would in­ 
deed be curious if one so cold and unim­ 
passioned should be destroyed at last by 
such an offense as is attributed to him by 
Captain O’Shea. 
At a League meeting in Dublin, Tuesday, 
the speakers denounced the attack made 
upon the private character of Parnell, and 
said that no method was so dishonest bnt 
it might be tried in the hope to injure the 
Irish cause, but that nothing could shake 
the love and trust of the Irish people for 
their leader. Lsamy, a Member of Parlia­ 
ment, said that they who thought that they 
could induce people to forget the services 
already rendered by Parnell thoroughly 
tailed to understand the Irish race.

In te r v ie w W ith th e B ra z ilia n M in is te r a t 
W a s h in g to n . 


W a s h in g t o n , January 2d.—Dr. Valente, 
the Brazilian Minister here, was shown to­ 
night by a reporter a statement from a 
Brazilian newspaper charging the new Gov­ 
ernment of Brazil with confiscating the 
property and jewels of Dom Pedro. After 
reading’it be said : “ There is not a word of 
truth in it. and I wish you would contra­ 
dict it. The property and jewels were 
taken charge of by the new Government 
for the sole use óf Dom Pedro and his 
family, and they have been placed in the 
hands of a trustee to hold, and Dom Pedro 
can have them at any time by sending for 
them.” 
Continuing, the Minister said: “ These 
reporta were sent out to discredit the new 
Government. 
Dom Pedro was a very 
wealthy man, and none of his property 
has been taken from him. His annuity, 
however, was stopped on account of his 
being implicated in a conspiracy against 
the new Government.”

HARBORING & TRAMP.

It is reported that John Burns, the 
leader of the great London dock strike, 
will visit this country.

The largest manufactory of wheelbar­ 
rows in the United States is located at 
Lansing, Michigan. It consumes 1,500,000

D ishes Fit for Queens. 
A Frenchman has been collecting data 
recently in regard to the dishes which the 
feminine rulers of European countries

refer upon their tables. According to 
is statements, Queen Victoria is espec­ 
ially fond of the Scotch cuisine. Her 
meal is invariably begun with a plate of 
oatmeal porridge, so dear to the palate of 
the Highlander. 
One of her favorite 
dishes is smoked ham. She drinks beer 
with great gusto, and eats bread baked 
especially hard and firm. The Queen of 
Sweden eats substantial food, consisting 
chiefly of beefsteak, which is an invariable 
part of each meal’s bill-of-fare. She is also 
fond of smoked salmon, preserved accord­ 
ing to the method of her country; of meat 
balls dressed with beans, and of eggs fried 
in milk and oil. The Court of Germany, 
strange to say, despite the German names 
of the dishes, is addicted to the French 
cuisine. The Empress Frederick, how­ 
ever, prefers 
the 
English 
cook­ 
ery and is especially fond of pastry. 
The 
royal 
family of 
Italy, al­ 
though in many ways the simplest and 
most democratic in Europe, always dine 
from dishes of gold. They only drink the 
wine of their own country, and show great 
preference for the “fritto,” a dish com­ 
posed of the hearts of artichokes 
and the combs and livers of chickens. 
Ex-Queen Isabella loves the “coeido” 
of Castile, with all its accessories. She 
also eats daily a portion of rice. The 
Queen Regent of Spain prefers the Aus­ 
trian cuisine. She eats roasts of all kinds, 
with jellies, goosberry jelly being one of 
her principal favorites. During the earlier 
days of her life in Spain she ate only 
one kind of bread, which was sent to her 
from Vienna. Of late years, however, 
probably in keeping with her patriotic 
endeavors, she eats the bread of the coun­ 
try.

Difference in Fogg. 
A correspondent wishing to decide a bet 
wants to know the difference between a 
London fog, a New Y'ork fog, a Chicago 
fog and a San Francisco fog. There isn’t 
any. Fogs are bad things to bet on, but 
in the end, like horses, they are all alike. 
Some are worse than others, but take 
them fog for fog and they are all vapor. 
Some are vapor with just the least dash of 
a little something else in them, and these 
are the white and fleecy sea fogs we New 
Yorkers know best and you Friscoese; 
while they of Chicago, what can they 
know of such, with salt water dried and 
sold in papers at the drug store on the 
corner ? Theirs is at best vapor from the 
great lakes, at less than best the exhala­ 
tion of the fat black soil. And this, of 
course, they smoke thoroughly as does your 
Loudoner, and then it is indeed a wonder 
of the world. According to altitude and 
foreign ingredients, such as smoke, Lon­ 
don is accustomed to wearing its togs in 
three shades.

Aller this the white fog, fresh from flie 
sea or the exhalation of the damp soil, 
seems like nothing; this comes when the 
smoke has gone off before a brisk wind 
and follows in its wake with a lull or calm, 
or at least without a change.

The Tliim ble in H istory. 
Lady, did you ever take the tioubln to 
look np the history of the curious little 
bell-shaped, indented piece of metal you 
wear on your finger when aewing, and 
which you are contented to call your 
“thimble!” It is a Dutch inveutio* and 
was first taken to England in 1695 by one 
John Lofting. 
Its name was derived 
from the words thumb and bell, being for n 
long time worn on that- member and 
called the thumbel; only within the last 
150 years has the word “evoluted” into 
tliimble. 
All old records say that the 
thimble was first worn on the thumb, but 
we can scarcely conceive how they would 
be of much use there. 
Formerly they 
were made of brass and iron only, but of 
late veers steel, iron, gold, horn, ivory, 
celluloid and even pearl and glass have 
been used in their manufacture. A thim­ 
ble owned by the Queen Consort of Siam 
is shaped like a lotus of solid gold, 
thickly studed with diamonds, which are 
so arranged as to form the lady’s name 
and the date of her birth and marriage. 
Queen Victoria has a very valuable gold 
and diamond-set thimble upon which are 
engraved many historic scenes from Eng­ 
lish historv. 


An Am erican Girl Vanquishes a Russian

Two Pension Office Fxam iuers Elected 
to Congress. 
Curiously enough there are two Repre­ 
sentatives of th« same name—John H.

Possibly 
their Republican principles may have 
proved factors in the good fortune of these 
newly elected legislators, for in striking 
contrast is the recent career of “The 
Physical Wreck,” the late Democratic 
head of the Bureau in which they gradu­ 
ated so long ago, who, after being badly 
“left” for the nomination to the Vice-Presi­ 
dency, while still in situ, as it were, has just 
been defeated for the “fat” Recordership 
in Chicago by some 16,000 votes.

FILLING STREETS AND LOTS-METHODS 
OF DOING THE WOBX.

E ds. R ecord-U kiok : 
I ought not to 
apologize for offering m v views on a sub- 
ect th at is of public importance, and I 
w ould not, but lor the frequency of their 
appearance. I offer them sim ply for what 
th e y are worth. 
A comm unication from the City Attor 
n e y says “ that an ordinance could not be 
passed that would be effectual in f u s in g 
th e filling of the low lots all over the city. 
I t could only be done under a new char­ 
te r.” 
T hat, of coarse, is to be, if the City A t­ 
torney is to decide, ODe feature of the new 
charter. A good m any people, who have 
n o low lots, will say that “ this is a good 
th in g . 
Low lots are a nuisance, an eye­ 
sore, and m ust be filled up for the good o f 
th e city. 
Then, if the good of the city 
w ill be subserved it ought to be in the 
pow er ot the Board of Trustees to order 
th em filled.” 
This is a question of great 
m agnitude, and the experience of the citv 
am i low-lot property owners is varied and 
fu ll of interest. 
It is known that m any lots have been ex 
cavated, the earth having been taken to fill 
u p other lots, to m ake levees, grade streets, 
m anufacture bricks and 
even 
railroad 
tracks. U sually lots in the outskirts of the 
c ity have been used to benefit lots further 
w ithin. 
These low lots have often been ordered 
to be filled, and I believe have sometimes 
been confiscated, in effect. Very many of 
th em would cost nearly as m uch, and a 
few more than they are w orth to fill them 
now . 
Still m any will say, “m ake the owners 
fill them , and remove the eye-sores and 
nuisances.” 
B ut how shall this be done? 
T h e owners do not think it best to fill 
them . Slany will say : 
“Then let the 
pow er to have them filled be placed in the 
hands of the Trustees.” 
It may possibly 
be best to do this, but there is some doubt 
in m y m ind about it. As far as possible 
m en should be allowed to control their own 
lots and property. 
If it is best that they 
should be filled the owners will fill them . 
I f the owners do not see that their interest 
w iil be promoted by grading them , the first 
th in g to be done is kindly to convince 
them . 
This can best be done by argum ent 
an d right reason. 
Though the process be 
slow , it is the best. The one who argues 
an d the one who hears will each be bene­ 
fited, and tbis labor is part of the labor that 
constitutes the true worth of a city. 
It is 
th e slow m ethod, but in the en d ’itis n o t 
th e slowest. 
To put the m atter in the hands of the 
Trustees is the quick method, but it is 
m uch like the proclamation by the Czar 
■who orders a city to be built by serfs, and at 
once sends them as colonists to do the 
w ork. 
The moderate or middle course is the 
best one. 
The superintendency—the right 
of promotion and stimulation of the ends 
in view, is properly in the bands of the 
citv officers; or rather should be there. 
T he present rule seems to be, that if 
com plaint is made these m atters m ust be 
looked into. The officers m ust move in a 
m atter even if no higher end is subserved 
th an to enable some person to sell his place, 
tor people do not like to live near low lots. 
In this way the low lots and high ones 
are set by the ears, and at the expense of 
th e iow lots the high ones are benefited. 
U nder this stale of things high lots are 
bought because, by a com plaint lodged 
w ith the proper officers, the bnyer can 
have the low lot filled np. 
This role holds in im proving streets and 
alleys. 
I own one-fourth of the lots on an 
alley of a blocs. The alley is high opposite 
m y lots, bat when the low part of the allev 
m ust be filled I m ust pay one-fourth the 
cost. 
Bui if a low lot m ust be filled it is 
a ll at m y cost, though a large part of the 
benefit is to the owners of high lots. 
Now, the power to order the raising of 
low lots to the grade ought not to be con­ 
fined to an absolute form. 
I know a lot on 
T enth street, between J and K, that is 
nearly ten feet below the grade of Tenth 
etreet. It is cleanly and in good condition. 
T he water does not stand on it because, I 
suppose, it has pipes to carry it away. This 
is, at least, an exception to be made to the 
rn le that the new charter is proposed to 
embody. 
May it not be that there are 250 low lots 
in the city, the filling of which to the 
grades of the streets would baubrnpt the 
owners, in which a sm all pipe laid would 
em pty the water as fast as it falls? 
Are there not 100 more lots that would 
be dry if the gutters were put and kept in 
order by the property facing them . The 
gutters are to carry away the 
surface 
■waters, and are under the control of the 
C ity Trustees, and should be so to the ex­ 
te n t of seeing that they are i-i condition to 
carry away * the rainfall. The gutters of 
th e new charter should be kept in order by 
th e properly facing them, ami not by a tax; 
or, in other words, by m ea hired at the 
expense of the city. 
W hen at the expense of the city, the gut­ 
ters in the business and thickly-inhabited 
portions only receive any attention, and 
lienee their places only are well drained. 
A n article in the new charter to this effect 
w ould serve the case, and a little official 
notification would carry it into effect. The 
drainage then would be perf -ct and every­ 
w here alike. 
It would be like the edict 
th at required everyone to clean up in front 
of his own door. 
I will sngges; here that gutters should by 
th e same new charter constitute a part of 
th e sidewalk in some such proportions that 
a Sidewalk would not look to be clean that 
h ad not a clean gutter. 
The idea will be more distinctly shad­ 
ow ed forth if I say the rails inclosing side­ 
w alks sbouid be outside the gutters, and 
these latter should be sloped at an obtuse 
angle that they may be swept. 
The application of gutters to low lots is 
th e excuse for this digression, for without 
good gutters low lota become reservoirs, 
and are a nuisance, and with them low 
lots are as good as^high ones nearly. 
W hat is the touchstone to regulate the 
im provem ent of property in low lots. 
My 
w ord for it there is but one. 
It is to make 
th e ir ownership desirable. Every word 
tittered—every 
ordinance 
passed—every 
new spaper article published—should be in 
th e interest of every species of property. 
A man wonld not buy a low lot if com­ 
pelled to fill it at 50 cents a wagon load, 
th a t would be glad to buy it if he could 
connect with a sewer fifty feet away at the 
m iddle of the street. 
He would bay again 
if a tram way would fill his lot at 10 cents a 
wagon load. 
(Lei me here say that the 
great usefulness of a tram way would be in 
filling low lots m are than in grading 
streets.) 
It is a fact now that although the city 
has an interest in filling low lots, it 
w ould be difficult to get an expression of 
th e people in favor of it—except to say, 
“ Lei the people who own them fill them 
u p .” 
But I repeat here, for the sake of having 
it always before the mind, that the true 
touchstone of regulation is to m ake the 
ow nership desirable. 
Tire city m ust not go so far as to do this 
w ork by general taxation. 
It m ust not 
contribute say ODe half the expense by 
paying 25 cents per wagon load of earth 
tow ard it. 
And yet. since the whole city is 
benefited, it should bear a part in propor­ 
tio n to that benefit. I could not propose 
les» if I were prefering a request than that 
th e city should cheapen the method. 
No one. so lar as I know, can tell how 
m uch the present m ethods can be reduced. 
8on.e m ay say it cannot be known until 
tried. But no intelligent m an will say that. 
I n the experience bad here and elsewhere, 
m u ch knowledge has been gained. This 
m u st be collated first. Then see the cir­ 
cum stances surrounding us, and conclude 
about our advantages and control of the 
situation. 
I f the proposition were broadly before us 
to construct a tram w ay—it m ight be useful 
to see if these or their equivalents are not 
already in existence. If so. what would be 
th e wear and tear upon them by running a 
lig h t car or train over them . Then, can its 


use be had by paying for the said wear and 
tear and a percentage tor its use. So far as 
new constructions m ust be resorted to—see 
if it will not sell for as m uch when done 
with as it cost to m ake it, if not, subtract 
the loss. 
All of this is m athem atical certainty. 
T here is no new problem to solve. No one 
know* what can be done without investi­ 
gating it. 
The investigation will result in 
determ ining wbat is best—and what is next 
best and what ¡9 the best result. 
A man traveling in the dark saw a 
phantom . 
Getting courage to approach 
it he found a signboard pointing him on 
the true road. 
In the case before us, 
dem onstrations will follow the estimates 
made in such general terms. 
Let me lepeat and emphasize the idea 
that we m ust do nothing with any m an's 
property that wiil not render it more de­ 
sirable. This is a rale bo im portant that a 
lighthouse in a sea of hidden rocks is not 
more im portant to the m ariner. The in­ 
stant you give any m an power to require 
the filling up of á lot you throw the owner 
into trepridation. 
H e would sell it for a 
song. 
But demonstrate that $100 improve­ 
m ent will add $1,000 value and no people 
on earth will see it so quickly as our own. 
The only way to demonstrate this is to 
say that facilities to hasten and cheapen 
the filling will be devised. That only one- 
fifth of the work can be required to be 
done at once—that substitutes for filling 
may be used, such as draining the lot, and 
that the city will aid this by bringing the 
sewers in "reach, thus holding up values 
and creating property that will pay in­ 
creased taxes. 
I have spoken of gutter^ as constituting 
practically, at least, a part of the sidewalk. 
Let m e say that it is m y opinion if the 
gutter shall receive protection by inclosure 
as 
suggested, 
th at 
Benecia 
cement 
would be strong enough for this purpose 
when molded into suitable shape. 
That it 
can be made of lengths adapted to replace­ 
m ent of parts or sections when injured. 
T hat a iautory for its m anufacture and 
completion would m ake the process of m an­ 
ufacture as cheap as redwood gutters, three 
inches thick, and would have the greatest 
advantage of all in the em ploym ent of 100 
men in this industry. 
It will save the 
weed cutting in every spring, and therefore 
lessen in a sm all degree the rate of taxa­ 
tion. 
It will be “a thing of beauty, which is a 
joy forever.” It will be probably unlikeany- 
thing else in the whole Udíod, and thus 
particularly unique. 
It will be worthy of constituting an 
article in the new charter, and when its 
merits are appreciated will insure its adop 
tion. 
Germany has m anufactures of artificial 
stone snd "in some cases may m ake gutters 
from this article. 
The best artificial stone workers in thi3 
city say that these gutters can be made in 
a factory—molded—and may be light and 
cheap if protected by an inclosure—say a 
two-inch iron pipe or low post and rail. 
Constituting a part of our surface drain­ 
age system they are perfect, as the water 
will not have to stop to crawl over the 
cobblestones or to be dashed into spray by 
granite curbing. 
It is worth}' of restatem ent, that our 
drainage system consists of the gutters. 
Use contortions 'til we blacken in the face, 
then turn towards the facts and the subject 
and the water is still found in the gutters 
till emptied into our sewers. 
B ut the water m ust first get into the gut­ 
ters, before it can be carried away by 
th em ! 
Solve the problem of how to do this, and 
I will show you a city w ithout m ud—a 
rara avis in this State. 
Can the difficulty 
be detected, and will language or language 
and diagrams express the difficulty so 
clearly that the people can understand it? 
As graveled streets are the rule in our city, 
let me ask w hether the water runs over 
such gravel from the center of the street, 
even into the gutters? 
Does not nine- 
tenths of it run through the gravel into the 
dirt beneath—like a sieve ? 
W hen it 
reaches the dirt does not this become soft 
and perm it the gravel to sink in it, as if 
it were water? 
A sphaltum is water-proof and if the sur­ 
face were covered with this the soil below 
would be kept dry, and could not give way 
and the gravel could not sink. 
Asphaltum 
would shed the water into the gutters per­ 
fectly, and in five m inutes after a heavy 
show er the whole rainfall would be on its 
way, not only off the streets, but out of the 
e ty . 
* 
Now don’t get alarmed, nor be thou 
amused too m uch. A lady’s apron dipped 
in asphaltum and spread overa yard square 
of rolled earth, as iu ordinary grading, will 
shed the water over that yard of earth and 
keep it dry as an um brella. 01 course forty 
aprons would more than cover the street in 
front of anybody's 40 by 160 feet lot. 
Of course, I do not believe tbis would 
m ake a street. Six inches of gravel m ust be 
laid on top of these, eud the gravel m ight 
crum ple the delicate fabric ; but still, being 
saturated with asphaltum , it would keep 
the dirt dry, and shed the water and empty 
it into the gutters. 
The aprons would not do, because they 
would soon r o t; but I would not use cotton 
aprons, but asbestos aprons or clolb, which 
would be imperishable. Now we all know 
that rubber cloth will do just what is pro­ 
posed here, and no crum pling by gravel 
would ever m ake it let the water through, 
and where crum pled it would only hold a 
thim bleful or two, w k:.h would be harm ­ 
less. 
Asbestos cloth is cheap, and its deposits 
num erous and near, and the m anufacture 
easy and inexpensive, and its duration, 
when dipped in asphaltum , forever.

In discussing lager beer a Germ an critic 
insists that there is in the Germ an vocab­ 
ulary no such word as lager; which he be­ 
lieves to be purely a Viennese expression. 
There is also very little lager about a g re a t! 
deal of beer th at is put out.

A n E arly M an ager’s “ Id e a s”—C au ses o f 
th e R e v o lu tio n in th e “Sh ow Ilu sin c ss.” 
There is in the city to day, representing 
the “Spider and Fly Pantom im ic Bur­ 
lesque,” one of the oldest and most expe­ 
rienced of the earlier m anagers of m in­ 
strelsy. 
From boyhood W illiam Foote has been 
related intim ately with the "show ” busi­ 
ness. H e has never appeared upon the 
stage, but he has organized and managed 
the largest m instrel organizations known 
to the stage. 
At times he has had 100 to 
120 minstrel performers in single troupes. 
H e took H averly’s M instrels through E u ­ 
rope years ago. 
He was as a youth inter­ 
ested in the m anagement of Bryant’s old­ 
tim e minstrels, and knew “ Daddy Rice,” 
“ Eph H orn,” Edward Christy, Billy Birch, 
Sam Wells, George Coes, Charley Backus, 
Dan B ryant and all the rest in their prime. 
He was at one tim e a manager at the 
Princess Theater and at Drury Lane, Lon­ 
don. 
He 
has 
traveled with m instrel 
troupes nearly all the world over, acd has 
made a study in all lands of the trait of 
hum or that distinguishes the negro race 
and that suggested the idea to the white 
m an of m im icking its manifestations. 
H e has original and w ry entertaining 
views upon the subject, and claims that he 
can prove by Egyptian rem ains that 2,000 
years before the Christian era men blacked 
their faces and posed and grimaced for 
the amusem ent of their fellows; that in the 
British Museum he found proofs that iu 
the north of England negro m instrelsy or 
its counterpart was shown some hundreds 
of years ago. 
Mr. Foote warmly denies 
that old-time m instrelsy has not declined 
—it is what it ever was. But conditions 
have changed. 
“ W hy,’' said he to a R e c o r d -U n i o s re­ 
presentative, “let Dajldy Rice and Dan 
Bryant and Christy ana all their dusky 
confreres of the so-called good old days be 
brought back, and in all their glory of 
minstrelsy be billed for a season in New 
York ; well—there are enough of the lew 
left to till the house one night, but after 
that the old boys would Jum p Jim Crow to 
empty benches. Not that the performance 
m ight not b? as good as its kind ever was, 
but the people have grown away front i t ; 
they are strang'e to i t ; the local conditions, 
the Historic surroundings are not the same. 
Like the old fashions of costumery, old­ 
tim e minstrelsy would be out of place. 
“ W hat 
do I 
think is the 
reason 
for the revolution in theatrical business 
that has wrecked the stock company, and 
made players strollers? 
Well, there are 
two reasons; first, the people prefer to be 
amused rather than instructed in the play­ 
house. A few lights, such as Booth and 
Barrett and Modjeska, and the iike, can do 
well in the heavy d ram a; but the repre­ 
sentatives of the “stock” business, all thor­ 
oughly good people, competent, trained to 
versatility, able to fill any role w ithin rea­ 
son—ah I they have a hard tints to make a 
living. 
"Then the railroad companies were fac­ 
tors in building up in America the stroll­ 
ing business, as you call it. In their to t 
competition' at the East they encouraged 
tronpes to travel from town to town, they 
gave them low rates, they passed 
the 
managers, they passed the baggage, they 
prepared cars for scenery—in fact, they 
built up an enormous business of carrying 
troupes and even helped build theaters 
and halls to encourage the traffic. 
Why, 
the business grew so, that it was immense, 
and managers m ultiplied over and over 
again, and tronpes were thicker than ber­ 
ries in sum m er time. 
"A fter a while the railroad companies 
found a great many people imposing upon 
them under this guise, and three years 
ago, when theinterstate commerce bill went 


vated fa r change and for new faces : 
what ’ 
had been given in one city, the people of 
another w anted to sre ; hence the player* I 
still go bovliDg about the country, and va­ 
riety takes in the money. And I am not 
prepared to say that it is not as well. to o ., 
Still it enables a good many to organize a j 
company w ith one or two good people, and ¡ 
a lot of others just to fill who are not so j 
good, you know." 
Mr. Foote is a m en of gigantic stature 
and fine presence; 
he is tull of rem i­ 
niscences of the business of his life, but 
needs to be drawn out, for he is by no 
means obstrusive with his ideas 
Eleven 
years ago he was in Sacramento, and has 
pleasing recollections of the visit. 
His 
ideas, gained from observation of “show 
people” and people generally in m any 
lands, could they be recorded, would make 
a very interesting volume, and be some­ 
thing of a revelation of the inside work­ 
ings of the show m anager’s business. Prob­ 
ably no one could be more surprised than 
will be Mr. Foote when he sees these lines, 
and finds that he was led into the trap of 
expressing him self toanew s-gatherer.
